fts God is pure $ and, enriehed by the liberality 
of Christ, they sold their possessions and gavtf 
tbem to'the poor, seeking for themsdves better 
liehes. As strAiigen and pilgiims they expeet* 
ed to be Imtodby the world $ and delermniittg 
ftlthftitly to discharge the ministry they had 
Hiesived, they knew they mast safifer perseea- 
istt; Mid that men, who hated to be reformed^ 
WMfU^pursne to the death those bold reformers, 
irh« obtrn«bd the holy light of troth, and forei* 
Uy dispelled the darkness eongenial to their 
siiMi* To sttflfer for ChrisTwas their glory; 
imd their joy. Stripes, chains, and death wer^ 
esasidered'as (he h^faest honors'ivf the kingddm 
sitbat JeSttS wito expired en a eross $ bestowed 
ss'df^ frbt^ of vibr, aifd Ae reward of exten- 
iti%t»erviees and of the most approve integri- 
(y. 1Pnaw«d by those terrors whfdh shake oui, 
bte«st#, aerfafr as reason wonld peMit, Ifiey as^* 
phidliftef thbsehonoft; ih*ed in hope of tM^ 
sit»#iiN0f nianyriom ; and envied thef^H^y^ 
ihef ^^AJDbws, ^ho reeeirM it befbre them. TM 
eroin ^t^hiM had traeilUi thbm t^ the world 
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and the world to them. In Hhe wtmng KgM^ 
whieh flowed from it, they beheld porvrlf .Mad 
riehes, esae and tortore, l^nor and infkaiy^ Mft 
and death, with a placid mind $ and i the gvitei 
worid,and all that it eontained^wasisoiitraeted 
to a point of vanity, before the fkded lustra of 
that eye, whieh wept oyer ito tins and miseries. 
Before that objeet of endless astoaishment, ad« 
oration, and love, they died to Ihemselverand 
revived ag^ain to live to htm* Thqr wei« not 
(heir own, but his. His blood had bo«§litiheni, 
and his love constndned then to do and anftec 
all things for bis sake. They had no reserves^ 
no drawbacks on their faith; bat, having |i;mn 
in their names to Christ, tbqr would have Jnd^ 
ed themselves worthy of the &te of Anasdat 
•and Sapphirat if they drfrauded hiAi <tf iheir 
^Uves and ilirlunes. With them, all wassaerdt 
It was their meat and drink to do the wiU «! 
God^ and to finish, the work he had given them^ 
The Apostles led the way and other miniatmrs 
followed^ ffnm province to provinee, ami ftona 
kingdom to kingdom. Their King was in th« 
midst of them, and Ihey s«w, by fcitk, Aat 
standard^ with that inscription, whteh waaaf^ 
terwards feigned to have been seen by the pol- 
itio Constantiae. The world foU hefNte mioh 
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CMdtttents; and its pomps and vanities^ its 
rieleg imd honors, its seieace and learning, its 
ai^tad arms, its potentates and gods, were 
nbdned by the doetrine of the Cross. 

la this manner did the first Christians pro<^ 
P&gate thdr religion, being mighty, in deed and! 
w«ed; and, liring rather than speaking great* 
tUogi, they put to flight all the armies of th^' 
&iieiig. Their eonquests were marked, not with* 
tlie blood of their enemies, but with tlieir own* ] 
Troth and righteousness were their arms ; and 
ptfient suffering, and the doetrine of a eraeifi- , 
ed Saviour^ above ail miraeulous gifts, were the 
tne^prouods of, the astonishing success, whieh 
attended th^rpreaehing* But the tide of eon* 
quest was eheefced too soon ; and although, for 
i^few eenturies, some illustrious names sop- 
ported4he honor of the Christian arms, yet the 
^y«^Tjo{ iniquity, whieh began to work in 
tte days of the Apostles, quiekly spread^ with-* 
^^ the rose of the Chnreh, sobVerting its 
&itfa, and corrupting its morals, until it begat 
Siitice of men more desperately wicked than 
Heatboiism ever bred, and such alone as eooldr 
^ prsdueed by the (hrrwations of ChrMkmUy. 

Brethren, I will ipsPrlemand your aUeatien 
t* the. melttieholy desolations of the €hnreh ; 



poT ii it my intention to solT, with a derail .«f 
the traniactions of a corrapt Christianity, ihii 
letter in which I have endeavored to rouse yon 
from yottr slumbers, by enforcing the eonunand 
of Christ ; and, to provoke you to emulation, 
by exhibiting the labors and triumphs ai the 
first believers. They have done greatly ; and, 
'though dead, they still live and speak to the 
followers of their faith. It is our part .to re- 
cord their actions, and to give them the ap- 
plause they have earned so well. But we must 
do more. We must tread in their steps, and 
derive eneooragement from their example. We 
must i^roi^e ourselves their successors, by oceu« 
pying the extensive field they cultivated. If 
we refuse to do this, the praises we lavish on 
them, will be, as were the sepulchres built for 
the old prophets by the pharisaic Jews, the 
monuments of our hypocrisy and guilt. Sure- 
ly, our Lord, his Apostles, his Martyrs and 
Confessors, lived and died not for the benefit of 
England nor of Christendom alone. O my God, 
incline us to call a fast, to proclaim a solemn 
assembly, to bathe oar altars with our tears, to 
eonfess our sins and treachery, to sound an 
alarm in Ood's holy mountain, and to animate 
each other to the glorions warfare to which w^ 
are pledged ! 
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s ^^ ^ight is far spent, and tke day ift at hand. 
Tiie I^ter ends of the world are fallen upon us, 
and we have many considerations to exeite us, 
if it were possible, to more than apostolie labors. 
The East, from which the Day-spring from on 
high first visited us, has ]ong4ieen lost to Christ; 
and the crescent of Mahomet still usurps the 
places where the cross once, triumphed. In the 
West, the Roman Antichrist, accursed of God 
and man, is sinking under the reiterated strokes 
of divine vengeance. The God of Christians 
is baring his arm, and exposing the naked- 
ness of the scarlet Whore with whom the na« 
tions of the earth have committed spiritual for- 
nieation. The prayers of the spirits under the 
altar are heard ; and a righteous God is aveng- 
ing the. blood of his saints, by giving her to 
drink of the blood of her children. Yet a little 
while, and we shall hear the cry, BabyUm the 
Great is fallen ; and see the Almighty burning 
her, as with fire from heaven, by the very hands 
nrhich erected and supported her hierarchy* 
The shi^uts of triumphant atheism, and the 
seoffs of a vain philosophy invade our ears. 
Unheard-of prodigies meet our eyes, and sus- 
pend our souls with astonishment and horror. 
The same spirit and principles, whieh have 
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are worfcing in others, and wUI, probaUy> prof • 
du«e the same jefi^Qt We.sliall .soaa see .kindA ? 
ling upon SfraiD, Portogal, and Italy, thaioui^ 
fljigratioQ, vhieji nothing but the {inre BtreiuiiB 
of the nefhrmation can exjtinguidi. Even in - 
this Ueased land ^mil and* fdigious lihertir^ 
wher« religion hag reared her raosi august tein« 
pie, we hayo/maeh to fear ; and no honian .wis- 
dom eaq determine, whether UieAlni^jmajr 
^not piuqge eur tin and droaa, with the same fire^,. 
whioheontUDies the wood, the hay, andutha 
stubble of Churohes more corrupted than»«ar > 
own. Yain are all the Admonitions of onrMaa* 
ter, if we do not understand the signs of the.day,: 
and put forth those exertions, to whieh thayeidl 
us. It is not for the potentates ^ Europe to- 
guarantee the iwel&re of religion. She disdaim 
all foreign aids. She calls not fcr the sueeour^ . 
hut commands the obedience of earthly kings.. 
k'W^, the ministers of Christ, are called nponte. 
[ give the only aids of whieh she can admit ; «n4., 
^ she deaiands our talents, our labors, our for/r 
\ tunes, our inftuenee, and our liyes. Let us fiy 
f^ to the succour of our best mother, the aiiieted 
I Church of Christ. O let us no more fall out 
fby&eway. Let liberal Chur|sb|B^ iiad ecn* 
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Lcititiie {iress groan no longer witk our eontro« 
\tmtM ^ and let the rememhranae of the petty ' 
int^^esti we have contended for be buried in 
eTerlastbig oblivion. Let us vote that minis* 
ter, who tnms one sinner from the error of his 
life, a wiser man than he, who demonstrates 
the being of a God ; and study to live and 
pieaeh lyceJBt. Paul, rather dian to sfieak and 
write with Cicero. Let us Ibrever ibrsake the 
Bebools $ and bnild onr religion on faets, and 
not on arguments $ on the power of God, and 
not on the wisdom of nutn. Christianity ad- 
dresses iherself to the heart To the heart, 
thea, whieh is the great strong hold of satan^ 
fuidtlK inexhaustible magazine of infidel soph* 
istry,/ let us direet onr war. Let ns be freqdent 
imoar pulpits, and from thenee boldly denonnee 
tbemenaees and promises of Heaven. Let ^he 
eratt&ed Jesus be the prominent figure of our 
^^1 $ and be held Ibrth, for what he really 
is^oar strength, onr glory, and our salvation, 
Ldt no not visit and converse 'as other men ; 
bbttaln^ys intent on the ol^eet of our commis- 
sion, no gnaidkin angeb among onr people, ad- 
vise, eadiorl, reprove with aU long saffieranee 
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and sonnd doetrine. Let as not dare to l^rr 

•or light for six days ont of seven ; but on. evi^ 

ry proper oceasion, wheir our flocks ean be coa^? 

vened, approve our faithful *diligeoee in deelihjr,- 

ing God's word. Let us beware of what the 

world ealls prudence $ and see that we do no^ 

' shun the cross of Christ, and enervate his noble 

religion, by over anxious endeavors to render it 

respectable to men of corrupt minds, destitute 

of the truth, and whose opposition to the gospel^ 

i does not originate in the defect and ohseuii^ 

of its evidences, but in inveterate hatred of its 

r holiness and heavenly mindedness. 

But let not our zeal, piety, and benevolence 
stop here. Let us cast our eyes upon th^ Con- 
tinent. Let us extend our views to the ends of 
' the earth. Let us, henceforth,, eonsider it as^ 
' our indispensable duty to do all that lies in our 
', power, to preach the gospel to every creature^ 
' Let Missions be treated no more with cold tieg- 
lect, or be vilified with chants of enthusiasm. 
Bat in public and private, from the pulpit and 
from the press, let us speak of them as beeomes 
their dignity ; and recommend them, with that 
forcible and persuasive eloquenee, with which 
the love of God and man shoald inspire us. 
If we d^ this, with becoming diligence and 
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zealy we sliall goon have it in our power to con* 
fate A plausible objeetion, with whieh infidels 
blaspheme oar religion. The partial diffusion 
of Christianity will then be seen to have origr 
mated, not with God, but men. The philan- 
thropy of God our Saviour will shine forth in 
its proper amplitude, as extending to ail men^ 
and we, the ministers of Christ, shall be mad# 
to confess, with honest impartiality and in^n- 
nous shame, that the wretehed ignorance an4 
abominable vices of the heathen are ehargeabla 
on our widked disobedienee to our Master's 
eominaiids. O let us no longer give pjace to 
nnbelief, idly affecting coqutmiseration to that 
wrefehedness, which we have it in our power 
<s relieve; hut arise and assert our integrity 
and manhood^ We have the key of promise in 
our tiands ; let us use it with courage, and bring 
to light those prisoners of many generiit&DQB.

In my last letter, I made free to put thii^ 
^oestioii, Hitat numies have we subscribed, what 
assocuOUms have we formed, what prayers ha'ce 
we offered up, what animated exhortations have 
we given to our fioeks, and to one anatiier, on 
the subject ofJURs^onsf In reply, I slmil be 
told, tliat the Ohareh of England has loi^ «»- 
tahKshed a Society for Foreign Missions $ tftfat 
the Vnitas Fratnim have done worthily in the 
eause $ that the Weslean Methodists have hal^' 
of late years, great sneeess in the West Inditf 
islands ; that the Partienlar Baptists hatte tak> 
tn np the matter with spirit $ that Elliott, Brai^ 
nard, and others have acquired immortality h)* 
their labors among the North Ameriean Indians; 
that the Danes and Hollanders have their Mis* 
sions in the Bast; and, that the Jesuits, and^ 
other religions Orders of the Roman Commtf-^' 
nion, have shed maeh blood for Christ, in South^ 
America, China, and Japan. 

Of these transactions I am not altogether ig-*! 
Borant Qod forbid I shoald depreciate thofr' 
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wor til \ The beaerelent promoters of Missiom 
merit my warmest praise ; aad the Missionariesi 
who haTe aeted up to the spirit of their engage- 
ments, 9xe superior to all human approbation. 
Their reeord is on high, and they will shme^as 
Ihe sao in the firmament, forever and ever* 
Cosisidered in the ahstraet, what has been 
done deserves the highest commendation. But 
when we refleet on the subjeet, in all its extent, 
w« must see our labors in a very diminutive 
pl)int of view. Were our Prophet the bloody 
Hahipiet, were onr religion a mere moral sys** 
te% were its sanetions of less eonsideration thaa 
they ure^ w6i:e our own sineerity and. the welfare 
of tke. wdrld not connected so intimately as they 
sre, m .the propagation of Christianity, I would 
eekb^^uur. good deeds in the most jululaiii: 
straw- Bat, when I look on Uie myriads of 
men. w)io Ua v^ iarim^ss and in the shadow of 
deqtkj when heaven and hell open on my soul, 
aod f list their light upon our labors ; or when I 
s^ind by the side of the suffering Saviour of the 
he^ilben, and my bible tells me, that He, whom 
Isc^e^iriipgiBagony, is Gon i^anivsst in 
THE Fi^EAH, shame, griel> and indignation op* 
press my feelings. I east np the mm of our fat- 
boiSiAnd, amiditstteh^objefHts, markitwitha 
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eypber. Aka! it in etident, w« tirt n^^ik^ 
MkMj of tMngs ; aAdtltttt tlie nUtttornafy'i^ 
ft has not yet warmed tb^ li6A)tii of tli«*01iiireL 
€otitemp!iite tlies6 objeetik, reyerend l^btrexi, 
Which I have set before you $ and gay, wbyt&^ 
i ean with tilitb aild mtodesty eomplinirellillf; j6jl 
to our aebiernitotd ? Or ean merit eeitgitfe, for 
repeating the qneifion. What ufouieg haVfe yit 
flubseribed, what assoeiatibns have we folded, 
what prayerg have we offered up, wbat aiiiittiaM 
exhortations bave we given to our floekif'iatfd 
tooneicnothef ontbe subject o^MissfonsPBi^- 
faaaid is peAaps the only heathen eoililt^, in 
whieb the genuhie religion df Ohrisrbiir^ieiii^ 
ed a^rm iboting ibr several eentuMs. " ' 

Neither a'htstory of Mission!r,ndr eveii a tk^ 
View of tbem, eon hare place in the tskttifvt 
limits of my j^lan; A few ob^rta^onsIM^ At 
tiews, with which they hare be^ «et W ftdl ; 
tb6 manner, in wbicli they have b^en eoiidbet^ 
ed ; and the stieeess, which has attende^'flieiii| 
f^ all that I sbidi offer toyoaratteitfiofi ilj-^ 
iWteh ' ^ ' 

Mii^6iitf havfe sometimes been set on fMewltli 
very improper vt^ws. Such^were tiid Missito^ 
of the Jesuifii^ in Paraguay, CalilbHiia, andnthJ 
lir parts of B^dk America. Their dHTw^ 
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the^jfriiBgatUR of the poor laTOgot to ilie do* 
, miiiunL of S|uuii ; and CliristiaDhy was a mere 
state ensine, by wUeh it was hoped the minds 
of freemen might with more faeility, be bowed 
to the joke of slavery. Whether those good 
Fathers were more honest than their employ- 
srs^ and were really desirous to eonsalt the hap- 
piness of dieir eonrerts, or were stimulated on- 
ly by ambidoas and laerative motives^ as they 
stand charged by their enemies, I will not pre- 
r some to say* B^t we know well what was the 
tnd 4rf those Missions. In one day, all the Je« 
nits in South America were seis^, their Or- 
der abolished, and the ultivia ratio ri|g^fiiF-^an- 
non and muskets, applied with sneh good sue- 
feis to the miserable Guaranis, that, if they were 
BOt made good Christians, they were, at least, 
eenTerted into what the Court of Spain had 
anieh more at heart— pasatTe, spiritless slaves. 
Tha Missions among the Canadian Indians, 
whSe thai eouatry made a part of the French 
.dominions, appear to have originated in simi- 
lar motires. Happily, their eatastrophe was 
less Uoody. The Missionaries, indeed, fell by 
thelwidaof thenntraetablesavi^es,they would 
have eoHverted to slavery and christianized s«- 
perslition. Hoy themselves still remain to be 
E 
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eiterminatedy as tribes of tbeir brethren h^ave 
been, by the English bayonet and American ri* 
flemen. The Missions of the Portuguese in An- 
gola, Abyssinia, and India, had very different 
things in view than the salvation of men's souk. 
-The same may be said, I fear, of many other 
Catholic Missions. In this respect, Protestants 
are nst so blameable : nevertheless, we are noi^ 
altogether, without having been actuated by 
unworthy views. Protestant powers have not 
made religion the pretext for conquest j foe 
they have, in general, valued it so little, that 
provided they might carry on their eommeree in 
peace, and cut the throats of the heathen, when- 
ever they resisted their encroachments, they 
have left them to take eare of their own souls } 
as if it were thought that Christianity could do 
them no good, and the injuries they suffered 
from us merited no compensation. But, to 
quicken the slow movements of piety, even 
among English protestants, some patrons of 
Missions have not disdained to apply the stim- 
ulus of interest. Missions would civilize the 
savage-He would soon be taught to value Euro- 
pean luxuries— -Furs would purchase our coarse 
goods. Thus were Missions connected with 
manufactures and commerce, and gain became 
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a pedestal for godliness to stand opon. If this 
mode of reasoning be thought allowable with 
those, who are not to be influenced by more ap« 
propriate motives, I affirm, from certain knowl- 
edge, that it brings a slur on all undertakings 
of the kind. I add, that if sneh an argument 
shovld engage men of improper characters to 
act in associations for Missions, and to have 
any weight in the conduct of them. Missions 
will suflfer more injury from their counsels, than 
they can derive benefit from their liberality. 
The giving glory to God in the highest^ and the 
spreading of peace and good wiU among men 
upon earth are the only motives, which should 
influence these attempts ; and, if we think to 
promote the cause of God, by arguments ad- 
dressed to the corrupt principles of man, we 
shall cut off our legs, before we set out in the 
race. 

The manner, in which Missions have been 
conducted, has been as different, as the views 
in which they originated, and the characters of 
those, who acted in them. 

In South America, the ambition and avarice 
of the Jesuits, or their piety (God knows which) 
were subservient to the politics of the court of 
Madrid ; and this eo-operation, so long as it 
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eontinued, gave an attonishiiig momeatmn to 
their labors. Tke pope, the king of Spain, and i 
eealoQS eatholies enriched their funds ; and, 
that the immoral lives of the Spaniards might 
not prejudice the Indians against, the fkith of 
Christ, thej were prohibited from any mteit* 
eourse mith the nations, ivho were to be eon« 
verted. The Jesuits, on their part, embarked 
in the undertaking in great numbers. Thejr 
conducted the enterprise with wisdom, courage, 
and perseverance. Many of them were the 
victims of their zeal ; faUing by the hands of 
the Indians, dr in consequence of the hardships 
they endured. The members of that learned 
Order were metamorphosed into masons, car* 
penters, and smiths, and, at once, instnieted 
their converts in the arts of life and in the 
truths of religion. They prevailed ; and eol* 
leeted the wandering tribes into villages, where 
they appear to have lived happy under their 
lenient government But the question was, 
^hom these poor creatures should acknowl- 
edge for their master, the Jesuits, or the king 
of Spain ? Hence those jealousies, which ter. 
minated in the ruin of the Missions, and the 
abolition of the Order of Jesuits. > 

In Japan and China, we have memorabll 
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docm^eiits of tbe prowegs of that eelebrated 
Order. FraDeis Xavier wag himself a host 
His labors were wonderful; and through every 
nnkappy medium that we are to contemplate 
his eharaeter, he appears a man of the first 
magnitude. An eulogiura, superior to the ques- 
tionable miracles, with which his biographers 
adorn his life, may be collected from the rere- 
renee, in which he was held by the Japanese, 
and the hatred with which he was persecuted 
by his companions from Portugal. He seems 
to have been too good for their purposes. The 
men, who have since borne witness to his worth, 
were those on whom his death is chargeable* 
It is well known, that this apostle of the Indies 
eipired in the island of Sanehian, deserted by 
all his countrymen, at the time he was endeav* 
oring to penetrate into China. — ^But the inde- 
fatigable sons of Loyola soon trod in the steps 
of this famous leader. After surmounting in- 
numerable obstacles, which wer^ thrown in their 
way from the policy of the Chinese, and the 
contempt and jealousy in which they held Eu« 
ropeans, they found means to recommend them«> 
selyes to t)ie Eipperdf and the Mandarins of 
his court ; and obtained mapy privileges and 
indulgencies for their Order. Their skill in 
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and their elegatot and expensive presets «fc«-« i 
rioM pieeetof meefaaDiM^gaye themgreatkifla* 
eaee in a kiii£;doiii, wheee monarehs haye gmm - 
the mast diBtingaiftbed patronage to neaof lettera ^ 
and seieDee* Their eooTerts in Japan and China • 
•oon amoaatedto several hnndred thontands; 
nnmerout chnrehes were hailt$ books of religion 
urere translated into the native langnages ; and 
their affitir wore an aspect, so favorable, as to 
promise a permanent and extensive establish*^ 
ment of the Roman religion, in both those en« 
pires. Bat the Missionaries themselves gap- 
ped the foundations of the fabrie they had e«^ 
r^^ted. IntDxieated with sueeess, they uSkeU 
ed too mueh notoriety* Laying aside that ]in<« 
mility, which had at first recommended them 
to notice, they betrayed a lofty and imperious 
spirit. They supposed the favor of the sove* 
reign the best security for their labors; and 
soon became accomplished courtiers. The &o« 
bility, offended at the interest, which a few ^' 
score strangers had acquired with the prine^i 
united to destroy them. The Dominicans, who 
had been associated in their labors, quarrelled 
with the Jesuits ; and their mutual ill offices 
rendered the emperor suspicious of the eonse- 
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fueaeci^^f Mrodiieiiig tke papal power o^cir 
the e#]iMieii«et of his talgeots.^ Pen^epltioii 
loir^^d. BaushmeDtyinpiisoDBieiit) and death 
M«i ibllo/wed. Great nainbers of the Jetuiti 
aad of their eonverti suffered with inTiQeible 
fcMlitade ; and, in their last rnomentsyapproyel 
a hope full of immortality. Christianity may 
be eonsidered as exterminated in both thosa 
^reat empires; exeept,that in the last, a few 
diigaised priests still iBnd means to eoaeeal 
themselres in Canton, to keep aliye the dying 
enhers of the mighty flame they had kindled. 
Tke Jesttit» stand eonvieted of granting to their 
pmselytes large indnlgenee of heathenish sn# 
pentition; bat I see not why Protestants 
fthonld be surpfiseel at their eonduet, and mneh 
less, why Papists should crimiuate it Men^ 
who offered saint-worship to that Moloeh, 
Dominiek, and other illostrious rillains of the 
pi^al calendar, eonld not deal rigorously with 
the Chinese, Ibr similar honors they paid to the 
benevolent Confueius and the spirits of theiB 
pn^^tors. Nor do I see, why we shoald think 
80 meaidy of their eonverts. Thoasands of 
them died for their religion : and if, amidst all 
the titmipery of antiehristian superstition, wq 
eaa dtscoTtr spirits, so pure and eleyated, as 
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tkose of a Fenelon and Paschal, I think thei9 
is great reason to believe, that the eoramandiiig 
features of revealed religion, rendered doubly 
impressive from their novelty, might produee 
the most salutary effects on the converts of 
China and Japan* 

Of the attempts which have been made by 
the Society for Foreign Missions, I wish t« 
speak in handsome terms* But, I am sorry to 
observe, that there is nothing on the face of the 
accounts of their proceedings, which have been 
laid, from time to time, before the public, upon 
which I' can ground a compliment Thelc 
money and their labors have been extremely 
unproductive $ and, I fear very little is to be 
expected from that quitrter, until a eonsidera* 
ble alteration takes place in the spirit of the 
Church of England, and in the manner in which 
her missions are conducted. We seem almost 
destitute of the zeal and courage required for 
these engagements. I believe the Society 
are frequently at a loss to find Missionaries^ 
and, under this discouragement, are often oblig* 
ed to take up with improper characters. We 
have no discipline. We have no common hab' 
its to unite our Missionaries. They are thinlf I 
scattered in Missions, and not enjoying the ad*. 
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irauta|[es of fifunben equal to their aftemptSf 
nor aeting with united strength and eounsebi 
they cannot have great snecess. Let eause and 
effeet be compared together, and it will appear» 
that those attempts have been as froitfoly at 
was to be expected from the manner, in which 
they were condacted. The Society in Scotland 
for propagating Christian knowledge hare dc* 
served well of their country ; and have made 
many attempts to conyert and civilise the 
North American savages. Some of their Mis* 
sionaries have been apostolic men, and God 
has blessed their labors with considerable suc- 
cess. They have evinced a true spirit of Mis* 
sions, by exposing their persons to all the daa« 
gers and hardships of living among savages. If 
this Society has erred in any thing, it is in ex- 
posing these exeellent men singly and alone, to 
eontend with all the discouragements of such 
nndertakings. This must have thrown a great 
damp on their activity, depressing their spirits^ 
injuring their health, and accelerating their 
death. No human mind can at all times sup« 
port itself under diversified suffering and disap- 
pointment. It any man on earth needs the sup- 
port of a few kindred spirits to cheer his hearty 
invigorate his zeal and support his patience and 
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fortitude, it is a Missionary to the heatlien. Da- 
vid Brainard, and a few superior niind.«i, may 
liave walked through life, without the consola- 
tion of a friend and comforter. But the conver- 
sion of the heathen will never he effected hy a 
few*8uch characters. Common men must be 
employed, and Missions, to be successful, must 
he rendered, as much as possible, common 
things. Perhaps, we are hardly justifiable in 
exposing insulated individuals in such circum- 
stances of trial ; and let them answer our ex- 
pectations ever so well, their success will al- 
ways be inadequate to the object of Missions, 
which is an extensive spread of Christ^s reli- 
gion. I know not that the Butch have inerited 
commendation by their missionary labors. I 
atn equally ignorant of what has been done bjr 
the Swedes. The Danes are entitled to the ap- 
probation of their fellow Christians for their la- 
bors of love, in Greenland and in the East ; hut 
as I speak of them only in general terms, au^ 
my principal intention is to confine my obser-j 
rations to what has been done among ourselves^ 
I dare form no estimate of their services. 

The Moravian brethren have been among lU 
what the Jesuits were in the Reman Churcl|. 
They have laboured, and suffered, and effect- 
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tA more than all of us. Their raotifres have 
been pure; their Missionaries unUameable } 
their self-denial, courage, hardihood and per- 
severanee admirable ; and their sueeess such 
as to give general encouragement They have 
never provoked persecution among the heatli- 
en, nor incurred reproach among Europeans, 
by a secular, sordid, turbulent spirit. Their 
sueeess cannot be referred to the learning of 
their ministers, the richness of their funds, or 
the names and inflnenee of great patrons. The 
ease was far otherwise ; in all these respects 
they have lain nnder heavy disconragem^its. 
We must then account for their success upon 
other principles ; and they are, I think, very 
obvious. Their Missionaries have been men 
of ardent piety. The Brethren had it in their 
power to hold out no improper inducements to 
tfaem. They are all of them volunteers $ for it 
is an inviolable maxim, with the Moravians, to 
prsimde no man to engage in Missions. They 
seldom make an attempt where there are not 
half a dozen of them in the Mission. They 
Kve together in one family, and, where they 
find it necessary, labor with their own hands. 
Hence their Missions are less expensive, than 
^ose of any other people ; they can engage in 
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more Miiwoii% tkan they wonM tUmwmim hi 
able to svppert ; and their Missienariet fuet es 
aUed to tabsist, where those of other denoou' 
Battons would stanre. Their M itnonaries an 
entirely of one mind, as to the doetcmee thej 
teaehy their mode of ineiileating them, aad the 
difeipline they exercise over their floekg, Theii 
habits are eongenial $ aad, aeenstomed Ibr a 
eourse of years to give senipiiloiis attention i» 
every rale of their ehoreh^few eases eaii oenr 
to prodaee diversity of judgment among then* 
They Ure together with the regularity of a mo- 
nastie institntion ; and the freqneat stated re- 
tarns of devotional exercises keep up the spirit 
of piety. They have eaeh of them their prop- 
er department in the family, and oeeupied as 
they are, with study, private and pqblie devs* 
tion, preaching, and the various exercises of 
the pastoral care, they have no time to be idle. 
If any of their Missionaries are carried off bj 
sickness or casualty, men of the same stamp 
are ready to supply their place ; and the office 
of a Missionary does not go about knocking at 
a hundred doors doomed to be rejected by then 
all, as too often happens in the Church of Engi 
land Missions. Thus mutoally supporting anf 
inspiring one another, they are sheltered froi^ 
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^^OBe fempiieBtS) whieh diteliarge their tvay en 
a few volHftrj beisgs, badly united togetbeis 
wad plaeed in eirenmstaiiees, where the aeml 
tnd abflifies of an individaal) however greal^ 
can efifeet little. 

The Methoditto have lately entered npoa 
this career, and bid fSur to run it with the same 
sneeeuu The eharaeter of their nini^terB, the 
nature of their digeipline, and the integrity of 
their views, are siraOar, in many respeets, to 
fliose of the Moraviang. Bat there are ako 
some features, in whieh they are strongly eon- 
trasted $ and they will, probably, prodnee a 
a eonsiderable differenee in the nature and sne^ 
eessof their missionary warfare, both of afii- 
Torable and iinfarorable kind. The zcfal of the 
^Mtfravian is ealm, steady, persevering. He 
would reform the world, bat is ^arefal how he 
quai^rels with it. lie carries his point by ad- 
dress, and the insinuations of modesty and 
mildness, whieh commend themselves to all 
men, and give offence to none. The habits of 
siknee, quietness and decent reserve, mark 
his eharaeter. The zeal of the Methodist 
Mazes, and bums every thing before it. He is 
open, active, bold, and ardent. He sees himself 
m a pushing worid, and pushes with the fere- 
P 
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votL Hfe Cannot brook the general eol Ai6ir» ^ 
andy fearless of eonsequenees, eensares xifOk 
severity what he deems eensarable. He mixe^ 
in the world; makes a hundred diffbnsiit at^ 
tempts to effeet his purpose ; and, if baliled ki 
diem all, direets his labors to some other itfaafi' 
ter, whieh affords fnll seope to his activity* H4fe 
Kves in aetion; and is dejeeted and aneomfort* 
able, if he wants aetiye employment. Tht 
Methodists, are known chiefly for what the^ 
have done at home ;•— the Moravians for what 
they have done abroiid. The Moravian disci- 
pline is more severe and complicate, and re- 
quires a submission and docility in their people, 
against which the high idea of personal liberty, 
that prevails in. Europe, strongly militates* 
The Methodist discipline is more hix ttud 
liberal ; and while it is sufficiently strict^ in 
guarding men's morals, it carries nothing in it 
to repel proselytes. Itinerancy is the palladi- 
um of Methodism; Fixing on some favoMUe 
post, they revolve in a circle round it, perpeta- 
ally making incursions in the neighboufing 
country, and multiplying their circuits aad 
their preachers in proportion to their sueeoss. 
If they do not split of themselves, there is 
hardly any thing in the missionary line, whkth 
they may not attempt and succeed in. But 



tlidj-inll not^ I fear, be aUeto ttMr elear of 
peKseeutioD, ag the Morayiaiig have done } nor 
do. I ooneeive, that they have patienee and per- 
saveranee for a Greenland mission. A Metho- 
dist preacher woold think his life thrown away, 
in spending twenty or thirty years upon a few 
eo0Terts. And, I flatter myself, the Methodists 
are too well aequainted with themselves, to 
evg^ in such andertakings, while so many 
laige and popnlons kingdoms are aeoessiUe t« 
their labors. 

When we eome t» make a general estimate 
of die sueeess of Missions, both in the Roman 
and Frotestant eommonions, I fear, I should be 
too liberal were I to say, that there are in (he 
whole heathen w'orld, one hundred thousand 
gmnrine eonyerts to Christianity. And, if this 
be all we ean show for our labor, from the Re* 
fcnnation of Luther to the present day, I think 
iiia^iiieifale demonstration, that wo hayenot 
tdeen up the matter with a proper spirit, bm* 
osadttBled it in a proper manner. 
• .iFrem tho foregoing observations, I eome to 
tt» following eonelusions. First, that if we 
OBBtinue to go on with Missions as we bayo 
done, we ean hope for no better sueeess ; and 
ikt day of judgment will surprise us quarrel^ 
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ling with eaeh other in Barope, where wo lia?« 
earthly interests to engage oar passions, and 
doing nothing in the rest of the world, where 
all the interests of Christ are neglected. 6ee« 
pndly, it will be more manly and ingennons to 
renounee all oar Missions, to deny the obliga- 
tion of aetii^ in them, and to aelmowledge that 
we are mere^aries, who mnst be paid for oar 
pater npster, than thus to go on shaniefally*de» 
ooiTing onrselves, and endeavouring to impose •» 
God and men, by a shew of zeal lor idigioi^ 
whieh has n^ real place in oar hearts and «oa» 
4net. Thirdly, Missionaries most be mdind 
^perfectly, in common prin^ples and habits, and 
act with that energy, which results from unkod 
fonnsels and actions ; and, it is with the view 
of shewii^ the necessity of at, that I have «« 
patiatcd so freely on the Jesuits, Mwnavtans, 
and Methodists. Fourthly, Missionaries mnst 
he found in larger numbers, and suitahfo funds 
must be established for the work. An inqniiy 
into the best way of conducting Misskms, and 
the consideration of what steps it is incnmbeut 
on as to take in this business, will famish mat* 
tor fbp my^ext letter.

In writing upon Missiong, I proposed only 
to call general attention to the tnbjeet, and to 
•atiflff myself with a few hints on the manner 
of eondueting them. But, at the request of 
some fHends, whom I have eonsulted, and to 
whose judgment I owe much defferenee, I am 
now preTAiled upon to say, speciJicaUyy what it 
is I expeet from m j brethren in the ministrf 
regpeoting Missions ; and to obtrude my own 
partienlar views of the most eligible way of 
Slurrying them into eflSset. 

Of yon, reverend brethren, I require, that 
ystt will set to heart the salvation of the hea<* 
dien, meditate on the subject with the most sol- 
earn i»id affeetionate feelings, and cultivate 
your zeal and philanthropy by earnest prayer 
to Qod, that he would give yon towards them 
bowels and merges. I would have yon sup-* 
pose it posiMe J that it may be your duty to 
take a more active part in Missions than you 
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haye imagined; and eonseqiientlj, I mA^- 
you to divest youndreg of every ^np^i 
diee, whieh might bias yoar jodgment, and 
preclude the eonvietioiis of duty. I expeet^^ 
that yon will not treat the subjeet with h&vity^ 
and, mueh less with contempt; but speak of it 
with respeet and approbation. I thiidc, you 
should take opportunities of setting the impor*' 
tdnee of these undertakings before your flocks 
from the pulpit; aad^ by your exhortations and 
liberality, giye them examples of zeal and be>«" 
nevolenee. I add, that if your convietions of 
4uty lead that way,you should come forward 
with tdl boldness, and take your part in the 
business, whateyer it may be, in servmg Mis* 
sioas, by your pen, your influence, your adyieci 
or your personal labors, either at houpo m 
abroad. 

From ministers, as conneeted with eaeh oth^: 
er, I eq>eet, that they mutually eottniiinioate 
th^r views as to the most effi^tual methods of 
spreading the gospd, and exhort eaeh oHmr toi- 
a generous and noble exertion ni maii^riBl> | 
seal. I require them to form amoeialion^ fbr 
eolleetuig money, obtaining informatian, pni« 
earing Missionaries, and transacting the variotj 
of cwieern% wUeh fall wider the eoasideratmi 
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of Mifliioiit. la thete assoeiatioiis, I wish 
th«e ministers to eone forward, whose oharae* 
ter and serriees give them most respeetability, 
and will raable them'to promote effeetually the 
eaase thej nodertake. Last of all, havifli; onee 
eigaged, I would bare the association to be 
aetuated by a trm ^rit of Missions. They^ 
should be zealous, active, indefatigable. Any - 
jniaister, who is not warmly affected to Mis- y 
sions, should be excluded from the acting eomr ; 
miae^ What these gentlemen are, their Mis- . 
sions will be. Having in their power the 
choice of Missionaries, and the management of 
thoMission, they will not fail to give to the 
whole undertaking the features and complexion 
of their own charaeters. This is the sum of 
nqr refuisitions ; and I flatter myself that there 
is in it, nothing irrational, nothing, to the perform 
maaee of which our eallmg does not oblige us. 
The small sncdess which has attended Mis- 
sions ahonld indine us to suspect, that they have 
not heeii conducted in the most eligible way; 
aad diapose us to examine with (iandor aay new 
metiiod, which may be proposed. I will, there- 
fore, show my opinion. But as I do not pre- 
snme to' dictate to any man on the subject; so 
I am aware that no one phA ciui be formed^ 
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whieh wiU equally apply to BatiaiM, wli 
in tkeir d^^e ef emlization, their pidiee^ tlM 
religion, and the faee of their eoantry. Wh^ 
ever, therefore, are entrusted with Ihe exeoat 
tion of our plans, should have thediseretmafp; 
powier, of deviating in their applieatioa, aa tha 
reason of the ease shall demand. This okaeiv 
vation premised, a general view of the natofH^ 
of Missions, and of the state of the heathen na^ 
tions, may enable us to infer something aa' to 
the line of eondact most likely to ensure tiieir 
cesfs. 

Before vt^e ean justify sanguine hopes, a eoa« 
siderable alteration in favor of religion mut^ 
take plaee among ourselves. We cannot gitf 
to others what we do not possess ; and befof» 
our zeal will acquire sufficient momentasi |«i 
effect great things for the salvation of the ina^ 
then, it is necessary that, a more genemL«aA 
serious care should prevail about the salvalioa 
of our own souls. While we look tor Hm de*i 
sirable change, we cannot do better thali nn 
new our missionaiy engagements ; which wittj 
have the most favorable operation in Miig»j 
ing it about. Great designs and great midk«J 
takings form great men. They call ftrth th%| 
talents, of which w^ n^ver supposed otuselrosj 
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|»sMsi«d ; ttdl gtre am exlnUtitm of ^pkttdil 
|irMn»9 ivliieb do not fjpeqtieiit the eonunoft 
padm of life. Goimge provokes coohige, and 
eeal enkindles aseal. Considerable sneeess, is 
Hiy «Be Mission, woold eneonrage many nnder* 
Mcings^ and tile aetirity exerted in favor of 
the heathen, wonld natnrally eall attention to 
die ways and means of doing good among onr 
91111 'eotftttrymen. 

Want of sneeess is the most fatal olbjeetionf 
wyeh lies against Missions. We have not 
taken proper steps to insure sneeess. We haro 
hardly dared to kope for it. A few hnndred 
tenverts have been eonsidered, as a great thing; 
and a few thousand have been the nejdus ultra 
if our hope. A revolution must take plaee in 
Mr ideas on the snbjeet We must hope lor 
St««t tilings* We must attempt great things. 
Vnti this IS done, tcleraMe success is not to be 
ttpeeted. There is a proportion between the 
•bjeet we «mbraee, and the zeal and exertion 
we sbdW in aeeomplishing it Sueh limited 
ttew» as these preelude exertion. Whereas, 
where great advantliges are proposed, men are 
fiMrwaid to ineur great expenses, and to run 
great ridks. Let ns, then, determine to give a 
fcir tfial'to Missions, and undertake something, 
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tirhieh wQl help us to form a reasoBable'jii^ 
ment of what is, or is not, to foe expo«t€il'fiHtf 
them. Let our object be to evangelize tfii 
islands of the Booth Sea, or to obtain for 6hri^ 
tianity a firm footing and eatensive ^fread w 
India, Ghina, Tibet, Borneo, Persia, Tarlarjf 
and other ^reat kingdoms. ^ 

The preparations ve make must be answefi 
able to the views we adopt. Men and nsoifejf 
are the nerves of war. A lew scattered Missioirt 
aries, and paltry funds, are inadequate to sdn 
eonqnests. Bat, as our strength is small, bsA 
our forces new levies, unpractised to these fifi 
lions encounters, I would recommend to no de- 
nomination of Christians to engage 4n a secoiM 
Mission, until experience has convinced theii 
that they are more than equal to the first. M% 
must also be resolved to take the field iii tfis 
boldest line of service. A Mission, espeeftil^ 
such a Mission as I propose, is one of thds^ ei^ 
terprizes where the measures which, at fiilh 
sight, appear the most hazardous and degfilfH 
ate, are the most deliberate and suecesnififfi 
' Men, who are not disposed to run all ehaiiec^ 
I and to undergo sufferings, which, on tkc reltf 
f tion, might freeze the blood of those, who henk 
them quietly by their fire sides^ have pibc bu^i 
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fef 1^.^ |f «9ftioB8. And, if Mmiimari^s ot tbU 
^tf^ not to be had, we may, without any 
inaat detriment to the ehristian cause, wait 
^ifh patienee until such eharaeten appear in 
^ world. Men of other dispositions will do, 
}$ little as has been done : and if a few indi* 
ridaaU of a peculiar turn of mind are willing 
to relinquish a lai^ sphere of usefulness ia 
&irope for the hope of converting a handful o£ 
people in India, they will not have many fol^ 
lovers* But they will furnish for us, at home, 
I pretext for talking about greater things, than 
we haye godliness or courage to perform. 

I give my advice that no Mission, of the des- 
fription I have pointed out, be undertaken with 
{^smaller number than ten or twelve Missions* 
9BS ; and that number should be increased in a 
Irebk or quadruple {Mroportion, as the success 
Ittendifg the Mission may require. To pro- 
iwre a large supply of Missionaries, I propose, 
that an equal number of pious lay brethren 
lli^uld be employed in every Mission, as school* 
Hunters, transcribers, exhorters, and to assist 
in all the emeigencies of the Mission, to which 
Missionaries may not be able to give attention, 
i^omig men of twenty, or one and twenty years 
»f age would easily «be found among every 
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Christian i>e»ple> wKo have gwA naMrwSt "tti 
ents and zeal fer Ood^ whieh Wonld nake^lm 
rqoka to be assoeiated in oar hibon. "^Til^c 
youth and inexperienee woitld derive instnnrtlbii 
and support from their elder brethren, and^ itfi 
tar a fbw years trial, ^ey might be proniote^ 
to the honorable station «f Missionaries. Btidi 
an establishment wonld be the best seminary of 
edoeation ftr Missions, and, with oceasiolMl 
helps from Earope, be sufficient for afl it* 
nands. Nor is this idea, altogether tioyid: 
the Umtas Fratram, in their Missions, JkaVej 
availed themselves greatfy of the piety ofthdrl 
hiy brethren* 

As the expense of supporting so large a tinm- 
her of Missionaries would be very great, «M 
ikr beyond the strength of any funds, whi^ 
ean, at this time, be set on foot, I propose thlt 
no Missionary be received until he has ae- 
qnainted him§elf with one or other art, by #hieb| 
he may do something towards his own mai^e-i 
nance. This is, I think, a matter of mcRsmii. 
sable necessity. The Apostles of our L<^, 
Ae Jesuits, and the Moravians, have i!i|^ri- 
©need the advantages of practising these tfim- 
est arts. I have elsewhere given my reasons 
for diseharging married ministers flroih thb

,Siqipose twenty Misaionariee and lay-breth-' 
*s&L safely landed in Otaheite, they must re- 
«e Amend themselves by liberality, and pur- 
ehas^ a few aeres of land for eultivation, as 
well aa a competent stoek of the neeessii^iefl of 
tbfi eonntry^ They wHl build a large'honse for- 
their establishment, and erect a eiuirch for dt- 
^ .^ine w^sl^ip. After they begm to be acquaint- 
pl irith the people and country, they may, if it 
be Uiottght advisable,, make two or three more 
establ»»hmeats in different parts of the Island. 
They will form vocabularies, and redoee the 
language to rule i make observation on all they 
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see and hear, write it down and eoranit it U 
memorj ; they will, acquaint themielv^s witl 
the religion, goTemment and manner of the 
natives ; begin to instruct youth, eommuiiealfe 
all the knowledge they possess, learn ta enlt^ 
vate their lands, and to do everything eke 
needfbl for their support. During this time 
they may also give the natives some historieri 
accounts of Christianity, and the leading priii- 
elples of ear morals. But their grand, labor 
will be the acquisition of the language, and the 
improvement of their piety, as well as th^ grr- 
ing of an example to the islanders, by the reg- 
ular and frequent returns of all the exereises of 
piety and benevolence. In two years timei 
•appose them tolerably well acquainted wiA 
the language, and those who speak it $ their 
affairs in good train, and Ac plan of operatioH 
laid down with mutual consent Thefy may 
now pmceed to business, and open their eom- 
mission with due solemnity. 

If they did not before multiply their estab- 
lishments, it will now be necessary to do it. In 
each department, they will open a sehool for 
ymdhy rather than ehildren ; and others of them 
-may be employed in travelling throogli the 
eoq^try in a rqpilar itinerancy, preaching evciy 
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iBgbt and noniiog | and after a eireuit of a 
fortnight^ return to the establighment. And 
in this manner must they eontinne to act, in- 
ereaiiiig their labor in proportion to their suci- 
ttuj and to their numbers* If, instead of Ota- 
faeite, thej majce their attempt in India, they 
may eoadnet themselves in the same way. It 
aay be needful to say that they should form 
their establishments in all the great eities of the 
empire, after the example of the Apostles, who 
soon formed ehorehes in Alexandrian Antioeh^ 
and Rome. 

In Missionary establishments, the greatest 
•are should be taken in giving to every man his 
proper department, and in preserving a general 
eo-eperation in all their efforts. If absolute 
nin be not the eonsequenee of their acting in- 
dependently of eaeh other, yet their strength 
vill be so diminished by division, as to pro- 
duce no fmit worthy of their toil. If there be 
any eonelusiveness in this rea«oning, it will 
ihew the absolute necessity of eaeh Missiona- 
ry's guarding against pertinacity of opinion, and 
the eneonraging of those habits of fastidious 
detieaey, which grow upon men, who are accus- 
tomed in all things to consult only their private 
ftelings. Unless we can resolve on this saeri* 
See, we are not qualified to act in Missions. 
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Under the consideration of the most eligih)(B 
-vray of condueting Missions, it may not be im* 
proper to add a few observations on the man* 
ner of preaching, and the behavior with re- 
spect to some important points, which will he 
most likely to give sueeess to Missionaries. 
His doctrine and the way of proposing it are 
the first things I shall notice. He should re- 
member, that he is a preaclier of the gospel, 
and that it is not so much moral truths, as gos- 
pel principles and motives that he is to instil 
into his auditors. The morality of Christ 4s the 
most perfect and admirable system which ever 
appeared, or can be conceived of, as applicable 
to the state and situation of mankind. Consid- 
ered in its due extent, it embraces our whnk 
duty to God and men ; it regulates not only 
every action of our external conduct, but als^ 
forms every disposition of the mind^^ eontrok 
every faculty of the soul, and exercises a sove- 
reign authority over every secret of the heart. 
It is always beautiful,' and harmonizes with it- 
self in all its parts. In no ease, and to no mas 
does it grant indulgence of unrighteousness. 
But to preach this moral rule in all its ex- 
tent is not to preach the gospel. So far from 
it, that they, who have insisted upon it, so a| 
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to obtain the name of moral preachersj hare in 
fact subverted the gospel, and broken the moral 
law into a thousand pieees, a few of which are 
gathered up, by those who mean to go to heaven 
by the merit of their works, and they consider 
themselves as enriched by their partial acqui- 
sitions. Archimedes, exuUiog in the success of 
an experiment in mechanics, exclaimed. Find 
me a place to stand uponj and I tviU move the 
earth ! These moral preachers, are in the very 
dilemma of the philosopher. Could their en- 
gine move the earth, they want a solid spot to 
fix it upQU. Unless they supply this defect, 
their boasted morals are good for nothing; and 
their zeal to do good a mere beating the air. 
The gospel preacher supplies their defect, and 
both magnifies and establishes the law in all its 
extent and spirituality, by placing it on the glo- 
rious, everlasting foundation, of Christ crucifi- 
ed. jTiistice, mercy, truth, however we may 
differ in the application of the terms, are things* 
in which the heathen will think themselves as 
well informed as ourselves. But the original 
rectitude and subsequent depravity of man; thc^ 
incarnation and death of the Son of God for our 
redemption ; a free justification by the grace of 
God ; a regeneration of the whole man | consis- 
g2 
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tent unirersii h6titi6ii9,«iift>roed on tike gnmui 
that we are not onr own, but Christ's ; the ftn^ 
peniatnral sueconri^ the Dmne Bpiril, and the 
commanding doetrinefe of eternal judgment^ aare 
things of ^hich they have no conception* Thea» 
grand, foreihie truths, with the varied appaim- 
tud wjiieh belong to them, are those on whieh 
Missionaries are called to insist ; and the era** 
ciBed Jesus is the central point from whioh all 
the lines of our divinity must be drawn. In a 
word, our Missionaries must be gospel minis- 
ters, and not moral ones. 

He that bdieveth and is haptixed sfudt be sae- 
ecf, said the blessed Jesus, and he thai beUetetk 
not shall be damned* This should be insisted 
on with becoming firmness ; but I incline to 
think, that we should not abroad, and especial*- 
ly in the early stages of our Mission deal 90 
fteelj in the figure anathema, as we do at home. 
In England every man professes Christianity, 
and is suMeiently acquainted with the leading 
principles of our faith to criminate his disobet. 
dienee. We may argue with him from his own • ' 
data, and assume with him a tone of authority, 
\i'hich will not be Justifiable with poor heathen. 
The progress of the hnman mind in the investi- 
gation of truth is not so rapid, especially whei|

1 hate before said, that in another plaee X 
should gire my reasons for wishing to discharge 
married men, and fathers of fkmilies, from this 
warfare. Single men will be exposed from the 
infirmity of their nature to think of entering 
into the eonjogal state. This is a propensity, 
which it would be well to diseourage as much 
as possible, without advancing so far as to crim- 
inate men for complying with the imperious 
will of heaven. But much attention should be 
paid to the manner in which Missionaries ally 
themselves. Upon this head no certain rules 
can be given. Among politer nations fewer 
opportunities will occur pt manning into noble 
^milies, and among more savage tribes I fear 
it is hardly to be wished. A heathen woman 
would be a very degrading companion for a 
Christian Missionary ; and the example would 
have a fatal tendency on our convertf •

' The preaching of the gospel, with fidelity 
and boldness, implies a considerable share of 
publicity ; but nothing should be guarded a- 
gainst with more attention than an ostentatious 
display of Christianity. While our converts 
are few, persecution is not to be feared $ but as 
truth prevails the enemy of our salvatioa will 
stir op his emissaries. While, therefore, we 
sliun no discovery of ourselves, as far as the 
prosperity of the gospel is concerned, we should 
be careful how we give a handle to the devil 
and his children, by counting numbers and 
boasting qf noble converts. In all things, it 
becomes Christians to carry their faculties with 
meekness; but in nothing should we give 
stronger demonstrations df humility, gentleness, 
and unassuming modesty, than in the introduc- 
tion of our religion among a foreign people. 

Th^re are two ranks of men, whom our Mis- 
sionaries should manage with peculiar caution 
and address-^ mean the priests and chiefs of 
a heathen people, especially the king, if their 
labors should fall within the sphere of royalty. 
Let them remember, that, in every country, 
priests have a strong hold on the sentiments of 
mankind. If they are not sincere, humble, pi- 
ous, and benevolent, the opposite qualities mar

be expected to predoniiiate in them, more 
stroi^ly than in other men. In most, perhaps 
all systems of heathenism, there is not only 
muck saperstition, but also a large share of im* 
posture. As pnUie deceivers, heathen priesti 
must be bad men. Priests lire bj their religion^ 
henee they are the bloodiest and most malig« 
naiit persecutors. The persecutions of the laity 
are affiurs of policy and fanaticism, and are not 
iDflamed with personal rancor. The priest 
contends, at once, for his honors, his gains, and 
bis gods. Here we have to cope with three of 
the strongest principles of human corruption, 
fanaticism, covetonsness, and pride ; sill which 
are drii^en to madness by the secret guilt of 
unprincipled falsehood. It is equally the inter- 
est of these men to withstand onr words, ^ it 
is in their power to do so. Their friendship w^I^ 
therefore, be suspicious ^ their association un^ 
desirable. ' An obsequious, but distant, and 
g«u»d^ respect will be all they merit at eat 
hands. Fair appearan0es and hasty ovdrtui^ 
Bhoiitd pot foe credited from men of their char* 
a^ter. Nor will the mind, inclining to conver-^ 
sion, and characterized by hnraility and earnest^ 
ness, be discouraged by a prudent reserve in his 
instructor. Religions conviction is a principle 
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too foreibljoperaiiTe tobelongeoneealed^ ani 
until it developes itself by anquestioiiable testi* 
mony^ we ahoold not commit oorseWes to tlie 
dangers of an easy faith* If God should indoed 
looeh their hearts, they will be the most potent 
auxiliaries, and worth a hdhdred of their eoi»* 
trymen. 

With respeet to ehiefs, we know that pow* 
er, .aiBoenee and honor deprave the heart They 
are an order of men, who do not, in genend^ 
aflfeet religion. As wieked men, they despigit 
and hate it ; and, as worldly politicians, tliey 
fear it Accustomiled to command in civil mat* 
ters, whiehrthey utiderstand, and in which they 
have a natural claim tb take the lead, they are 
forward to usurp auth(^ty in things aafired, 
oyer which, m< CM has giv«Q them no jarisdt^ 
tion, so it is in the pqwer of man to give Ihea 
none. Did not truth compel the eonfeaaion, I 
ihopld «wish not to say, that even .ehristiaii 
Priests, by bold inroads on the secular: p(swef> 
liave strengthened this propensity in the graat^ 
who cannot now think themselves in safety^ JwhiK 
religion is free. Hence the bold attempts It 
hind this celestial stranger with the fetters tff 
liumaii laws. Without expatiating farther o« 
d|is topfo, it may suffice to stty, that, oii.fi..ppiall* 
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^r seale, religion and herministenmiist expeet 
to Bieet, IB Otaheite, obstructions similar to 
tbose' nnder whieh she labors in Europe. To 
assert tlie freedom of religion and her ministers 
tails for aetUms and not for words. The Mis* 
sioBary mast prove by his eondoet, and minis- 
try, that his religion is a heavenly thing, and 
himeelf a heavenly num. He must show that 
govmiment has every thing to hope, and no- 
things to fear from religion. He mast inviola- 
bly adhere to his principles ; for the moment he 
deserts them, and treads on unhallowed ground ; 
that moment he stretches out his hand to receive 
the chain, and betrays religion to the secular 
power. By affectii^ the favor of the great, we 
degrade our ministry, endanger our own salva- 
tion, and render the men we flatter and fawi^ 
worse than they were before. Any extraordina- 
ry aseal to make noble proselytes indicates mer- 
cenary and ambitious views. The rich are no 
kss sagacious than the poor in discovering the 
motive of our conduct They accept our a.du- 
kiMB, and despise us for it. Had the Roman 
Missionaries kept at an awful dytance from 
the imperial thrones of China and Japan, they 
and their converts might, perhaps, have lived 
in peace to this day. And the imitation of 
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their eondaet, even 19 Otaheite, wii^.f^^ 
whelm j^rotestant Missionaries in muUll^^rw^ 
Piety and benevoienee will command e^toaw, 
and give ns all the influenee we can want*-'l# 
Christian Missionaries, and their eonven%f|ici| 
then^elyes the most peaceable, loyal and^^ii^ 
tionate of subjeets, and this, not from p<4^)^ 
hot for eonseience' sake. 

The last thing I shall guard /^MissioauiM 
against, is the usurpation of dominion over thf^ 
flocks, and partieularly dominion of a^acfnlv 
kind. Such conduct will merit the abhorrfa^^ 
Ood and men : and must draw persecutioiiL on I 
themselves. The state of those Islands might 
induce men of enterprise, under the speetoss 
pretext of civilization, to advance farther than 
they intended without being aware of the cos- 
sequences ; and the ignorance, eonfid^ice, and 
docility of their converts maybe expected to 
throw into their hands a degree of power and 
influenee, which are liable to the vilest abuse, j 
liCt them, therefore, meditate on the history sf 
,the church, reflect on their own weaknesay and 
reniember, that they, who succeed to their la- 
bors, will have a greater love of command, as 
they may not have their piety, and at the same 
time will be in circumstances more favoraUe to 
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die Oftai^ation of dominion, than they themselves 
BOW ^ftte* 

If Christianity is no better serred by our 
Missions, than she has been for centuries past} 
all these admonitions may be spared ; for they 
will have no oeeasion to be applied $ bnt if Mis- 
sions should be taken up in the way I propose, 
and mtot with the sueeess, whieh I am sanguine 
enong^ to flatter myself they would do from that 
way of eondoeting them, especially in the SoutU 
Sea Islaadsi they are neeessary, and merit at- 
tention.

The qualifieatioiis of the Missionary tiXkt 
80 deeply into my subject, that I eannot pk&^ 
them by, withont offering you my opinion. Bift 
on this point as well as on many others, whicJli 
I have diseussed, I certainly do not meaii'ti 
speak as ex cathedra. Different opinions Witt 
prevail on what I haye to offers and the^^Srho 
are above others interested in it, as being will- 
ing themselves to engage in Missions, wiD eifr- 
tainly do well to abide by their own. 

Piety is the only basis of the Missionltify 
character. Every attempt to convert others, 
while we ourselves are unconverted, is ahilttfti 
and nugatory. On this it is unneeessay to insifii 
They, who are destitute of the faith anA'lioJfC 
of the gospel, are never likely to volunteer & 
this service. Gold, which has transformed so 
many apostles of the devil into ministers of 
Christ, might also make them Missionaries,' 
but it is OUT business to* preclude the possibility 
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of nek indueement. Let godliness, and not 
gain, be the only object proposed to their efcoiee, 
and we shall effeetnally shut the^ door against 
all mereenaries. 

But in the qualification of the Missionary, 
we most inquire not only into the ^neerity of 
his piety, but also into the fMn&er of it. We 
should injure many by questioning their piety, 
wbo are yet not possessed of that vigorous and 
sleadfast faith, that joyous hope, and that fer* 
vent love, which are absolutely necessary to 
support a man under all the sacrifices, dangers, 
hardships, and diseouragements of a Missionary 
warfare. The tree, that is green, flourishing, 
and fruitful^ while it stands in a rich soil, and 
is shsltered by a surrounding wood, might with* 
er and die, or be torn up by its roots, if re* 
majed to a heath, where it enjoys none of the 
sam^ advantages. It is not impossible, that a 
jnan, whose piety would have saved himself 
and his neighbour in England, might, in India 
^^ Otaheite, lose his own soul, and become a 
^tumbling block to others. This is an awful 
consideration ; and, if attended to, would prcr 
,vent all rashness, either in engaging ourselves, 
or in persuading others to engage in Missions. 
A tolerable strength. and matnrity of religion, 
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will, therefore, be as tteedfal as the ainej^rUj 
of it. 

Zeal is a qoalifieation for Missions of a na- 
ture inferior only to piety. It is in a consider^ 
able degree its inseparable eoncomitant ^ and 
that man wilt hardly be defeetiTO in it, who 
enters upon Missions sm sj9on£e, and in com- 
pliaaee with the bent of his own inclina.tioii. 
The great matter will be to determine, whethjer 
this eeal be the pure flame of piety, and hss 
heavenly oil to feed its fire, or is the result sf 
an ardent temperament and a splendid ima^^ 
nation. When there is evidently a mistnrev 
which I suspect is generally the case, wo m^ 
diseorer, by a moral analysis, what may be re- 
ferred to nature, and what to graee $ and detttf - 
mine on a man^s qualification in this respect,, w 
there is the larger share of yalttable bttlU<iii, or I 
of base alloy. .t 

Here I cannot but indulge an observf^tifo, 
which stHkes me as being of eonsiden^ 
wei|^t A Mission is an undertaking ^ e^" 
tremely remote fW)m the eommon eoneecfji of i 
life, aAd carries in it so much to revoli; tl|e 
heart, that when men of reputed piety, freely 
oflfer themselves for it, there is a strong pi:e* 
sumption, that, in following the bent of their 
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own inelinations, they do not altogether mis* 
take their proper object. We should be ex^ 
tremelj fearful in counteracting the Holy 
Ghost, who, if we would submit to his wis- 
dom, would not fail to set apart proper instru- 
meuts for the work. Should, therefore, one or 
other missionary qualifieation, not exist so emi- 
nently as we could wish, in the man who offers 
himself; yet this noble Tolonteering, in a cause 
where every principle of nature must be laid on 
the cross, seems to imply so much, that our ob^. 
jeetions must be palpable indeed, before we are 
justifiable in rejecting him. God seeth not as 
man seeth $ and, if David^s youth and unwar- 
like appearance had been more regarded, than 
the honest indignation and noble confidence, 
with which he came forward to assert the honor 
of the Lord of hosts, Israel had wanted the only 
champion capable of upholding his glory. 

It is to be wished that the Missionary's zeal 
should not have been lately kindled, but such 
as having burned for years promises to continue 
in its heat. But his zeal may be too hot, as 
wfell as too cold. His fire should be moderated 
by some experience in the ministry. Zeal and 
courage will be likely to precipitate an unex- 
perienced young man into rash measures and 
n2 
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iatiiinper&iiee <if mind ; and lie nmy hkk tin 
▼ietim of impatience and disappointment, it 
is, therefore, neeessary that he shoi^M 1mm« 
heen taught to exercise a good degree of gOMHc^- 
ness, patience, and long-sufferance t hy beingf 
accustomed to wrestle with the unruly Wiit«f 
men, hy seeing many of his well-meant eftMrttf 
frustrated through invincible depravity, iind by 
observing the failure of some of his most san- 
guine and reasonable expectations* Add Ur 
this, there is an art in managing men's minds, 
which nothing but experience can teach him, 
and that man will have little skill in mlkig the 
tempest of the human passions, who has ml 
learned to moderate the ardor of his own f6el<« 
ings ; and who does not know when t% press 
his point and when to decline it, when to com* 
mand and when to entreat ; and how to wmk 
himself of all the moUa temportt fetndL 

There are some worthy ,~-sonie pions laen, 
who are capable of every thing, and yet do ve« 
ry little in life. They are disorderly In all 
' their habits, and versatile in all their pursuit!. 
Superior i6 fear, they are, unhappily, dn^e, 
and receive the impression of minds inferi^t to 
their own. Capable of vast exertions, they are 
naturally indolent. With a vivacity, which of- 
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foil spMUeft and ohanns, Uiey VDife a morbid 
melaneholy whieh preys upon the heart. They 
areamtaUe, but not venerahle. Sueh men may 
en^iage in Missionsy bnt will hardly aueeeed in 
them. * The Missionary should possess raueh 
self denial, and be regular in all his habits. He 
needs not have the razor's edge; but he must 
bo as tho blade of a well teniiered knife. He 
muat be a man of disipline and self command. 

His eharaeter should be divested of sloth, ef'^ 
feminaey and indnlgenee. Perhaps, he should 
rather be capable of becoming a man of letters, 
than aetnally be so. All his habits should be 
aetiTe rather than sedentary. A disposition fa- 
vorable to the feelings of ardent snd sublime de- 
votion, and a delight in the exercises of the pul« 
pit and the pastoral eare, superior to what he 
l^eeetves from the studies of eloquence, languid 
es, and all things subsidiary to his ministry, 
shAiild preponderate in his eharacten In a 
word, he should be more the aetiye man, than 
the eoatemplative one. A sound constitution, 
hardened to the vicissitude of the seasons, and 
oapable of supporting the extremes of suffer- 
ance is greatly to be desired : but a mind supe- 
nor to sttfiferiug is a consideration of far more 
importance, than that corporeal vigor and hard- 
ness whieh IS invulnerable to fatigue and want. 
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We require in our Missionary a disinterested, I 
generous way of thinking and acting, above loir 
cunning, servile eomplianee, and a presnttiptli- 
ous invasion of powers to whieh his chataettn* 
does not entitle him. We would have him sin- 
cere, open, and affectionate. Instead of anthdf • 
itative commands we wpuid arm him with pray- 
ers, entreaties, and tears. We expect that he 
should have learned to bear and forbear. We 
think that ignorance should excite his pity, and 
not rouse his contempt. We would not have 
him shun the association of the poor satageshe 
would convert ; but w^ should be sorry to see 
him sink into indolent familiarity, atid indli- 
criminating communicativeness, which betray a 
relaxed mind that has no guard over itselfr ^- 
lencehe should have learned to esteem as & 
grand part of ministerial prudence. He imist 
be an extempore preacher, and possess a facility 
of conveying to the mind his ideas clear aitd 
strong, independent of those modes of spbeeK 
which originate in the laws and manners af 
Europe. He must be far removed from narrow 
bigotry, and possess a spirit truly catholic. It 
is not Calvinism, it is not Arminianism, but 
Christianity, that he is to teach. It is not tbe 
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lii^rarehy oftheehurch of EDgland; it is not 
the pritieiples of protestant dissenters, that he 
has in view to propagate. His object is to serve 
the ehiireh universal. It is not die latitudina- 
rianism of principles, but largeness of affectiont 
whieh I recoamend to the Missionary. I wouU 
not have him indifferent to his own peeuliari- 
iks, whether they respect the doctrines he re* 
eeives as truth, or the points of ecelesiaslical 
polity he considers most friendly to religion ; 
hut I would have him thoroughly sensible, that 
the success of his ministry rests not on the 
points of separation, but on those wherein all 
^^ly men are miited. He should know to 
yxhai place in the grand scale of truth he is to 
re&r each article of his creed ; and be infinite* 
ly jnoce eoneemed to make men Christians than 
I9 fa$k» them Church of England men, Dis- 
sentersy or Methodists. Would to God this 
were more attended to among us i and then, 
instead of observing with jealousy the prosperi- 
ty of any other denomination of Christians, and 
tonsidering it as an obstruction to the success 
of our own party, we shall rejoice in hearing 
thai Chnst is preached, and souls are saved. 

Much more might be said on the qualifications 
of the Missionary ; hut I shall finish this sub* 
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jeet by obsemng, that his character eaanot.b^ 
too perfect, nor his talents too great, nor top 
highly cultivated for this calling. But in addi- 
tion to what is included in the idea of ;a.j)pdly 
man, there is a vast progression of ability, be-, 
tween the extremes of talents, so limited as ^o 
exclude a man from Missions, or so great as to 
give him a lead in them. We may err by re- 
quiring too much, and by being satisfied with 
too little. What a Missionary is expected to do 
and to suffer should always enter into the est^. 
mate we make of his qualifications. 

The man, who reads the English langoagfv 
and has good sense enough to make use of Hen- 
ry's commentary on the scriptures, may be q( 
inestimable benefit to the lower orders pf peo- 
ple in England, though he be unfit to insti;HQt 
the intelligent, and should torture the ean.of 
the polite. Such a man may be a very pa|9pii; 
Missionary to the negro slaves in cor We^ 
India Islands. No compass of talents is reqwif r 
ed for such a situation $ nor do I conceive that 
such an engagement, will require one jot wqx^ 
piety, or bind him over to suffer more hardship, 
than he will have occasion to exercise in.Eof^ 
land. Such a Mission is rather nominal than 
real ; as the Missionary will preach the gospel 
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ill tiiose Islands with every advantage lie eould 
enjoy in his own country. 

Where a langaage is to be learned, European 
comforts to be relinquished, and a Mission is to 
be taken up under all the discouragements 
wbi^h nsnally attend the undertaking, we re- 
quire more experienced piety, warmer zeal, 
and better talents. The Missionary should at 
least, be furnished with the rudiments of gram- 
mar, and some general knowledge of men and 
things, as well as possessed of an understanding 
capable of improvement, and a spirit of appli- 
cation tsi improve it. For China, and other 
nations in an improved state of civilization, ho 
should have those talents, and that information, 
whi6h render him respectable in England. But 
even in Chiina, the bulk of the people are on 
the same par of information with the common 
people in onr'own land, and many Missionaries 
of inferior talents might very well be associated 
with a few of greater ability. 

In the establishment, I believe the sentiment 
ha^ prevailed pretty generally, that Missiona- 
rfes ihould be men of learning; and under the 
influence of this idea some worthy candidates 
for Missions have been rejected for insufficien 
^. The Methodists and some protestant dis« 



tenters, I mi ttppreheouYe, iBfUne too mntik to 
the opposite exLtreme. For I have UttvA ii 
loggested Bmwg them, that their weakiftwdu* 
uterSf who eaa be of little sendee iv Bampe^ 
are very proper for Missioaariee* In this eea** 
ttment there is sovm trath ; bat we form vefy 
erroaeous ideas of Missions, if we saniofe aneh 
nea anlff are wanting for the semee* We 
must have men to lead as well as to folkiwi 
tad even ia the West India Islands, where I 
have supposed pions Missionaries of the smaUk 
esl gift» to be sufficient instroetors for the ne« 
groes, tfiere are maay Europeans of iateUige^sa 
who wiU attoad their ministry ; and if wa wisii 
oar Missionaries to be respeetable^ thereshaali 
be some of better talenU among them. laet^ 
plaee, but the West Indies, a MissMHwurjr will 
feqaure good talents, as well as the most ei^eaiT 
piary piety. Under shelter of the opiaioii^ th«t 
SMU of the best tolents roust be kept at Imup%; 
we shall give too much eneouragement to ^u^ 
self eomplaeeney, whieh cleaves to men Qf..tol^ 
eots, and grant them a dismission from the sefr* 
viee, whieh they will be glad to avail thamselrts 
of. But 1 eannot believe those geatleo»9o Ikjkifc 
soberly of themselves, as they ought tp do, wha 
suppose themselves too great and too covidev* 



aUtfifttf engage in MmioAs. One would tUnk 
UHii 6«ii8ideritig the natare of the work, and 
the dtsadvantages yft lie nnder from the wanf 
ot apostolic eredentials, we should wish ai 
naeli as possible to stipply their place by tal** 
eata and learning* Piety is better than leam- 
iig^ and learning with pitety has great ad^an** 
tage over piety alone. Every thing else being 
equal in our Missions^ that Mission will eer«^ 
tainly be most prodnetive which claims the 
most learned l^issionaries. As a man of no 
learning myself, I cannot but feel it a litde con« 
temptubus for me and my poor brethren, who 
are like myself illiterate men^ to be shoved with 
80 much good will into the hottest front of the 
battle, by men who are fitter for the work, but 
ii4o 'ckkim that very fitness, as the apology fb^ 
th^r sitting stilL ' On the other hand, could I 
boast of talents and of letters, and consider my<* 
seff as a leading man in 'th^ Church, I should 
bhtsh to see a few sObaltems generously expos- 
ing themsdves in a warfare which I had shun- 
ned- 

Let ns then endeavor to preserve a mean be* 
tweev these dangerous extremes. Let no wor- 
thy volunteer be rejected for incompetence of 
lealning; nor Vti us allow of any man's plead- 
I 
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ini^ kia literature and popblar eloeutitfii^iiy^a 
discharge froln the war. As bringing our gifh 
to the Lord's treasury, let os give largely ami 
freely, and, after all, learn to know that we are 
unprofitable servants. Bnt thbagh we eniM 
east in oar ten thdnsand talents, let ns heiwnst 
of treating with eontempt oar poor bmtker, 
who, after the example of the widow, who was 
Uessed in her deed, shall offer his two mites fbr 
the service of the sanetnary. He may, Ibr 
ought we know, have presented a richer offl^' 
ing than us all. Our Lord, instead of throwing 
baek the widow's mites with contempt, gave 
high commendation to her faith and liberality. 
May I never be in the place of those who rejeet 
the pious candidate for Missions, and viliff his 
zeal with chains of enthusiasm and spiritnd 
pride— ^for what? Because he wants Latil 
and Greek I Because he has the insolence t# 
ofter his mite to the gracious Lord of elmrityl 
Because, that believing the raec^ is not tv tM 
swift, nor the battle to the strong, he has eo«fi^ 
age and confidence in his God, to go forth witk 
n sling and a stone to encounter a niiiistne^ 
whose gigantic stature and formidable arms ap* 
pal all the armies of our Israel ! 
Somewhat similar to the question betweeo 
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levpied aiid imlearned Missionaries, is another 
Itttween married and single men, whieh of them 
we sboold consider most eligible for Missions. 
Bat these questions seem to proeeed, both of 
ihem, on a false ground. Thejr suppose that 
ministers learned and unlearned, married and 
single, are so very zealous of preferment in this 
way, that our ehoice is puzzled, and we need 
great deliberation on whom we shall confer 
the obsolete honors of hunger, thirst, heat, cold, 
nakedness, sickness, poverty, contempt, perse- 
cutions, and death. But the case is altogether 
dififerent. We wish for some learning in our 
Missionaries } but we must be content, for one 
man of letters, to receive twenty, who have no 
pretension to learning. It will be the same 
ivith men, who have wives and families, should 
we prefer them. They ^ill not generally be 
prevailed upon to look Missions in the face* 
And as I am more disposed to reason from 
facts, than from preconceived theories, and 
nweb incluied to believe that men's minds, like 
Avaters, find their own level, I conceive that, 
Iroirn the invincible aversion which men of 
kaming and fathers of families show to this 
business, we may arrive at the conclusion, that 
tHy axe Aot^ generally speaking, proper per« 



«ons for MissioBs. A few great leaders' ftpjpe&t- 
^Jbsolntely neaessary ; and if learned men trert 
equally willing to become Missionaries, they 
would claim a preference ; but as they &Ye noft 
equally willing, and as they will probably nev- 
er be so, we not only may, but must give them 
the discharge they require. We must do the 
l»ame with married men. I cannot persuade 
myself that the relations of husband and father, 
eoQsidered simply in themselves, absolutely pro- 
hibit the engagement; but I am fully of opin- 
ion that there is a wide difference between the 
ease of learned and married men enlisting for 
this war. If there be equal piety in the learn- 
ed, learning must give them great advantage 
over the unlearned. With respect to the ntar- 
ried, as they must be greater sufferers in Mis- 
sions than the single, they should have more 
;eeal.aiid piety than single men to engage them 
to suffer ; and, even with this advantage^- the 
incumbrances of a wife and fi^mily must lay iu- i 
ftuperable obstacles in the way of their aetiifg, ! 
with that energy and decision we may exped 
from sin^e men. As I find publie optnioiii 
leaning much in favor of the claims of married 
men, it may be worth our while to state the rea- j 
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90119 urged on both tides, and to examine on 
which they are the most eonclusive. 

In fiivor of the married, it is urged, that their 
yfive$ would be extremely serviceable in a mis* 
sionary establishment— that they would be very 
useful among their own sex, especially in the 
East, where women are seelnded, and the sanc- 
tity of the Haram would be polluted by the 
presence of any but female Missionaries ; and 
ihat they would be a safeguard to the ehar^* 
ters of their husbands, which might otherwise 
suffer from a ministerial intereourse with female 
conyerts. To enforce these arguments, is adr 
duced th(^ example of the Unitas Fratrum, who 
in their Missipns generally make use of mar- 
ried men* 

It is granted a pious, active, healthy woman, 
might be serviceable in a missionary institu« 
tion : but it should be remembered, thfit the sex 
in general are not calculated to support hard- 
ship; that young women, who are bearing 
children, more frequently require to be waited 
upon, than are able to wait on others $ and that 
the care of a young family will leave them lit- 
tle time to aid their husbands? mbsionary la- 
bors. And if it be considered that the men 
who will engage in Missions are generally such 
12 
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am are in the prime of their jeara, otir ansevMh 
ary establishments maj soon be expeeted t« bfe 
▼erjr populous. With respeot to the aervioe 
hoped from them of introdueiog Christianiiy 
into Asiatic Harakns, I fear they will not effert 
much. Husbands have, ip general, more infin* 
«nee in forming the religious principles of their 
wives, than wives have on those of their hus^ 
bands. If the men are converted, thej wiH 
carry their religion home to their wives ; and if 
they can once be prevailed on to emlH*8fieoQr 
religion, it is not unreasonable to think, diit 
they will soon adopt our manners, and givaai 
as free ati intercourse iti their families as is to 
be wished. The protection they may afford fe 
their husbands' morals, as well as their eharae^ 
ters, I shall not affect to despise } but it cannot 
be weighed against the disadvantages thej 
would lay them under in their work. Nor is 
the example of the Moravians to the point 
They are in tlus^ and many otber respects, a 
lingular pei^le. And, if it might not giire of- 
fence to the wives of ministers of other deiMmr 
in4tioft8, 1 should say that their women aro ed» 
located in a way which render them fittet com* 
panioBS for Missionaries than any other women 
m the world. Bat, in addition to what. I have 
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Itaw advaaeed, much more is to be said, I 
Imye reeommended Missiona to be taken up on 
a larger seaiej, and with a bolder spirit of en- 
terfniae^ than that in whieh they hare been 
hitfcerto eondueted. If, therefore, a few women 
and their families might be settled in some sit- 
uations, where accommodations are to be had 
for them, nevertheless they will be unfit com- 
panions for the larger part of Missionaries, who 
will be engaged in perpetual travels and labors 
am^mg a heathen nation, where they must un- 
d«<go all possible hardships. I propose to 
send forth Missionaries in large numbers, and 
I suppose that the fruit of their labors, the hu- 
manity of the natives, and the largest supplies 
which can be sent from Europe, will altogether 
form a fund very inadequate to the support i^f 
women and children. I expect, if they have 
die aouls of Missionaries in them, that they 
will often, between their charity and their zeal, 
be placed in circumstances similar to those of 
fik. Paul, in nakedness, in want, in perils by 
laid, in perils by sea, and in all the varieties of 
auffering. And are these men to have wives 
and children P Will men of a spirit like this be 
likely to pine for the indulgence of a lady's lap.*

those, who haye heen ^gaged in Mitnoni among tbe 
heathen, does not favor the septlmeats expressed above by 
Mr. Home. 

** That Missionaries should, as a general mle, live k 
the married state, tvberever tbey can obtain a settled and mtf 
disturbed residence, is argued from the following considers' 
tions. 

*( X. All the arguments in favor of the marriage of the 
clergy, generally, can be urged in £ivor of the marriage 
of Missionaries, situated as above describe^ ; and some of 
them can be urged with peculiar force, 

*< 2. Those christian duties, which result from the re- 
lations of husband and wife, parent and child, and master 
' and servant, can never be so well inculcated, nor ao well 
understood, by a solitary man, removed far from christian 
society, as by persons, who sustain these relations in a well 
organized family ; but, particularly, these duties cannot 
be exemplified before tbe heathen, unless by Missionaries, who 
are married to well educated apd pious females, who have 
formed all their habits and modes of thinking in a chris* 
ttan country. This is a point of immense couse^ueoce, 
and is not sufficiently attended to, by those who give a 
cursory glance at the subject. 

" 3. Missionary Societies ought to strive to raise up a 
christian population in heathen lands. The children, in 
most heathen countries, are like tviid asses* eolts ; they 
^row up ungoverned and ungovernable^ and of co^$^ 
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«b$«ted liasdes vrhith never did exist, for the 
ideftl pleasure of killing giants, ekaining lions, 

qnence become idle and dxisolute. Bat Misnonaries can 
govern thetr own children ; they can make them indus* 
trious ; they can make many of them studious and learn- 
ed ; and, by the blessing of God, can fit them to become 
fottire Missionaries, with many advantages and high ac- 
complishments. The sons of Dr. Carey and Dr. Marsh- 
man bid fair to be the yery first oriental scholars. How 
couid such scholars be formed in any other way so easily, 
as by making them acquainted with the languages of the 
country from their inf^cy ? Two sons of Dr. Marshman, 
aged thirteen and eleven, carried on a public disputation 
in Chinese, which called forth the high encomium of the 
Governor General. Let it be remembered, that the Chi- 
nese is a language, which has been pronounced till lately 
impossible to be thoroughly learned by a European. 

** 4. The decencies of civilized life, including a just ap- 
preciation of the female character, can never be introduc- 
ed among heathens, unless by the aid of females who have 
been educated in a christian country. . We are not to for- 
get, that those heathen countries, which are so far civiliz- 
ed, as to have made great progress in agriculture, mann- 
facttires, and ccmmierce, and to have enjoyed a written 
language for many generations, are, yet altogether unciv- 
ifized in many most important respecu, as Dr. Buchanan 
has proved, in his Christian Researches. Domestic virtue 
and domestic happiness are unknown among them. Our 
Missionaries at Bombay have been witnesses of such gros^ 
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di98oIviDg spells, a\id freeing captive daom? I 
mast persist, Jike the knight of La Maneha^ t9 
Tindieate the sanity of my intellect, and to af- 
firm that the things I talk of have existed^ and 
ivill exist again, and that until they ace mad« 
to do so, I aim a sober man, and read my boc^F 
accurately. The soundness of their int(^lle«t 
may rather be suspected, who think of aeadini; 
half a dozen married Missionaries and their 
families to India, to give them snug births and 
good salaries at Calcutta, or other European 

toormous, and universal violations of morality and decen- 
cy, as could not be named, or even hinted at with pro* 
prietf in this place. 

«« 5. The experience of sUl modern Missionaries, vrh^ 
have been in a situation like the one here in view, seemj 
to be decisive on the subject. Dr. Carey, in a converaa' 
tion with one of the American Missionaries on that s^ 
ject, would hardly admit die fiotniUityxi'f a MtasioDary be* 
ing so situated, as' not to make it expedient that he should 
be married. ' As a general rule, he urged marriage upon 
Missionaries as an indispensabk thity. The Missionaries in 
South Africa, among the wild Hottenta^s, Caffres, an4 
Boschemen, have generally deemed it expedient to' be 
married. The Motayian Missionaries, though engaged 
among the most savage people, have grener ally been mar- 
ried. Sorely all this experience is entitled to ver^ gresit 
consideration.'' Pan.ToL zi. p. 179. 
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ietd^tneiits^ wliere thej are to superintend a 
sehool, and preaeh to a few laxarious Euro^- 
ans, and saeh natives as eare to come into their 
^liarehes. And for what purpose all this aston- 
ishing apparatus ? To eonvert the natives of 
Hindostan to Christianity ! And hy ivhlut year 
sf our Lord may we exp^et that the gospel will 
He spread through diat empire ? As soon might 
otae hope to empty the sea by lading it out with 
bueketS) or think of giving light to the world by 
the glimmering rays of half a dozen wax ta- 
pers i Surely gentlemen who will only patron- 
ize Missions conducted on this scale, and grave- 
ly talk to the world of their wi^h to spread tha 
gospel, eannbt reproach ine for credulity and 
enthusiasm. I am not weak enough to suppose 
an apostolic work, such as the conversion of 
the heathen nations is, ban be eflfected in aliy but 
an apostolic way. Qad the apostles themselves 
set down in India to teach schools, and to act 
as parochial ministers, not all their miraculous 
eredentials would have spread the gospel there. 
The reverend Mr. Swartz, a Danish Missiona- 
ry, and one of the most respectable and success* 
ful men, who has appeared under that charac* 
ter in Hindostan, has found it necessary to travel 
a good deal about in preaching the gospel s and. 
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a few othen, posftiblj imitate hit exaiii|le*-4 
do not mean to represent that i^entlemaii at 
properly an itinerant preaeher^ but mAy to 
insist, that he is sensible, that he must go albr 
the lost sheep, and not leave them ta «ad^ a 
faithfhl shepherd. He therefore preaehea oat 
of doors, and lays hold of every opportunity of 
going among them. But, I fear his example 
meets not with general imitation $ and, if it 
did, as married men cannot do whato(Hght to bo 
done in that way, so the number of Miaaiona* 
ries employed there is inadequate to. the warb 
Whatever difficulties, therefore, there n^y be 
in finding a sufficient number of Misaloiianes 
for such an attempt, it must be done, or aatliin| 
will be done worthy of our religion— worthy of 
God manifest in the flesh. And, if this is ta ha 
done, I believe few people will think it adviae^ 
able to carry their wives and children ii^a sa, 
hot a war. For whatever MisBionariea- ara 
willing to suffer in their own persona, the^ will 
expect, and will have a right to expect^ auah a 
support for their wives and families, aa an un* 
dertakiog so circumstanced could not afford 
them. 

Single men are then the proper persona for 
(his work. They have na ties. Private ehar^

ery fli^Me^* ' I^ after acquaioting theinselvei

try 5 aad tf they midca any converts, there will 
eertaonly be finales enough whom they inay 
marry^ They will be the properest wives foir 
tbem^'^o ai*e hern in the eonntry, speak its 
Iaa^rti^9 afir^ krati^ to die eKmate, and are 
neeaotanaed to- the manners of Utte inbibitants; 
8itoh> women: may be aMe to take a flftare in tha 
htfilliif # of ft missionary Itfe, and by their la** 
bor^i^WoH'i^their eonnexbas, do something 
fsp iUe^'oippatt of tifeir iinsbands. None of 
thills ItiVantages ean be hoped from an Euro- 
pean #anian. If they are true converts, they 
wHi baHilmated by the zeal which attends so 
bloMed' a dmnge ; and that patriot love and 
warniMaitadlnient to our native land, which 
^tf#s^ moufr or less, in €very human breast^ 
will toonqpierafie wHh it, to make them zealous 
auxiiiuries in converting their countrymen. 
Th^ywHI attack their husbands to the conn* 
try, aadl^eprthem steady to the work. Their 
K 
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dnldfeii^edcieatdl in Christtaiiitj, and dMUA 
to the country in wloelf they are bom, taA itffi 
many relativegy w3l some of them tread % tte 
•teps of their fathers ; and^ thoagh thcsy sfciMi 
not, they will, in other respeetsy eountetianb<^ ani 
support the i^ligiov In whieh they were bfoo]^ 
np-^a religion, whiehy though they should not 
ehoose to practise, they will hardly forsafctf for 
the deformed systems of heathen superstifitfii. 
Whereas, the men, who earry out with them 
EuropeMi women and their ehUdren, Srill al- 
ways have it in contemplation one-day to return 
to England $ they will be looking out with anx- 
ietyfor ways and means to accomplish that 
end ; and if they see no hi^e rf t Acting it, 
their lives and their death will be embittered 
by the idea of leaving the women and littk 
ones, whom they love dearer than life, dtstitnte 
and friendless in a foreign land. To say, thef 
ought to put their trust in Ood, is nothing to Che 
purpose : for we are not inquiring what mea 
ought to do, but whaty considering the weakness 
of nature, they will be most exposed to do. For 
my own part, I confess ingenuously, tluat this \i 
a feature in Missions, which I h»ve never look* 
ed at, without feeling a horror, which has chill* 
ed my blood ; .and if I, w&o am so far gone is 
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pi^v# do not eare to make taeh a saerifiee, I 
W few are to be foimd, who will make it 
Kotwidutanding, as there ace Among the min<- 
yter«, of Christ, thousands, who have more 
fiuth than I dare elaim, as well as more apathj 
ikim I wish to be possessed of, I haye no doubt 
that some fathers of himilies will ^ve an ex^ 
anple, which must exeite admiration, though it 
should not invite many to imitate them.

The Jesuits surmount- 
ed them all. The Morayians hare done the 
salkie.

Not 
arethie sums of money necessary for these un- 
dertakings so great «s may hp imagined. 

When we have proper Missionaries, and 
^Te learned to conduct our Missions aright^ 
tile expense attending them will be greatly di* 
iniiiidied. ' Were as large a sum as fifty thou- 
sand pounds per annum expended in Missions, 
wbat a trifle would a single million of money 
lie4n tiieeourse of twenty years, to be raised 
atQQiig the Christians of England ! And While 
tre pay fourteen or fifteen millions annually for 
thte advantage of eivil government, what a 
Mnal^ eflfeHng is fifty thousand pounds to our 
immortal Sovereign, for all the blessings of his 
Avine religion 1 Bay that the sum of thirty 
ive thousand pounds bounded our benevolenee 
to^our heathen brethren, this would be one 
nnllimi in thirty y^rs. Certainly this hmney 
would be ineomparably better spent, than the 
mMlbniii'efnMMmted. in one year's wiir ! In the 
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last jeta a subscription of more than tiimij 
thousand pounds was given to the emigrant 
ninistere of the Oallican <%urch; ana. im- 
mense sums^are laid out on the support nf o«ir 
poor, every year. I heartily approve of tbiB 
way of spending our money $ but may I not 
i^k. Is the spread of Christ's religion a mattet 
of common eharity, that we should partwiA 
money for Missions with as much reluetane^, 
^ we would part with our blood ; and ilfSlak 
forty or fifty thousand pounds, whieh a feW 
l^ntlemm of fortune can afford to throw aw^j 
on their pleasures every year, too large ^ %im 
to be applied to the first, the greatest, and most 
obligatory charity under heaven ? And yet bj 
the expenditure of the sum I have mentioned 
might thousands of heathen, every year, be 
brought from darkness into light,, and iEaiiied 
from the power ojP satan to the service ot Gok. 
The want of men is the last thing to be' fear- 
ed* There exists, at this day^ in EngiaiKlf,' a 
greater number <rf men who wish for tliia'jeili- 
ployment, than can well be imagined, '^thej 
are to be found among all denominations; ijti 
us hat inquire after them, and they will ap|iear. 
But so long as Missions are diseourage) and 
^ified, few of them will braiul themsetvoi fSx 
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entlmsiasts, bj expressing great Ibrwardness, 
and beeomiDg candidates for tbem. 

It Will still be objected tbat, Facts do not 
justify these sanguine hopes ; fot no fruit has 
yet been derived from Missions, worth the money, 
and toil, and vcduable lives, which have been eX" 
pended on them $ and which might ha^e been ap- 
plied to better purpose in Europe. I answer, 
the facts alluded to, prove nothing, but that 
Missions have been very improperly conducted; 
aad, that if they are not taken up with more 
spirit, they are by no means likely to answer 
tbeir end. But, I insist, that the fruit \vitk 
which they have been attended, proves undeni- 
ably, what may be done, when we exert our- 
selves as we ought to do. I insist, farther, that 
those Missions, though unproductive, are very 
justifiable, and have answered valuable pur- 
posef. They are justifiable j for the men who 
have acted in tjiem have done their duty, re- 
spected their consciences, ffelt for humanityy 
proved their faith, asserted the honor of their 
religion, and glorified the veracity, faithfulness, 
and power of God. It shall not avail, that the 
world brands their lives with madness, and es- 
teems their deaths without honor. Wisdom 
will justify her children. They have been

er, or Immm^ or laods, or fiiepdi or eouutry^ i^r 
the sake of Christ, who shall not receivrtoa 
hmdred IbU is the Idi^om of God. Th^ 
hOTC also aaswored TaliiBble ends. Thcr^ will 
jostiiy the ways of God to meB^ ip Ae day of^ 
final aoeoiiBtt and senre to illnslrate his nyste- 
rions providence. They will eondemn the 
diristian world of nnbelief. They will have 
gif en a great example to as, as havhig ehosefr 
ailietioo, ilot with the people of God, hot with 
poorhtathen, in preference to all the dahes 
and honors of Egypt. When Christendoniitey 
asleep, they alone heard the sound of anas, and 
joined the hlessed Captain of their salration-.ett 
the plabw of Hindostan, and in the frasta mxA 
snows of Greenland and Lahradon JUke A- 
hraham they went forth into a far eooidxj^^ 
and though the aeeomplishment of tl^ promise 
has not been onto thein, yet, like, that vcnenb^^ 
hie patriareh, they have seen Christ's da|i'S4id 
rejoiced. In the vejra^ty of; the prtauses^ tluf ji*. 
have seen his seed nnmereus as the sands ^nn 
the sea shore, and resplendent as the starstof 
heaven. They hate obtained a good report 
through faith, and their bones, like tiiose of 
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ivt^hlM^Mfh^ hire iAtm pfcotttrfiairfAe 
lairif «r MP inkeriiteiioe. TItey rest in glorioM 
l)#|ie;' and thoDsh n^ proud mailsokiim at 
thoirt attraete the eje 4^ maa, proae to gaze 
wHk fidse wmider on eartUy pageaaM, ^t aa* 
gtlfria aiiiieable eoQVene wili poiat out eaok

Uatii this is brongbt to pass, they hare the 
bailor to keep alive the spirit of Missions^ 
^ wtB elaim a large share in the vietories off 
^b<ae, who shall eome alter them. 

Boam pioas men ean indulge no hope rfsve- 
«esB in Missions, irAsfe the mdcedmss ofEuro* 
?^fn operiUeg to prejudice the heathen agenmt 
^^igaspeL We lament the fatal operation of 
pi^jadiees, urUoh arise from that qaarter, bol 
ibiak they are pressed beyond all bounds of 
tratiiw * No people w^re mmre preju^eed againiil 
^hpisti«nily,nor had more dreadful eanse to he 
\^i than the poor Indians of California and Pa.^ 
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raguay; but their prej&diees yielded to the 
foree of reason, and the persevering benevblenee 
of the Jesuits. Truth is great and will preyail. 
Kg men are so brutish as not to be able to dis- 
tinguish between a friend and an enemy ; and 
fieree lions have been subdued by the blandish- 
ments of gentle, human kindness. Beyond ail 
this we must look to the blessing of the God we 
serve, and the almighty grace of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ To hope the best is picfus and wise. 
Many moralists, who, though bred up in the 
eommon forms and principles of Christianity, 
know not how to value their religion, object,—- 
Tht death of Christ was a common sacrifice ; his 
good spirit is given to ail men ; and jf the hea- 
then obey the admonitions of the Spirit, ihey will 
he accepted through the merits of the Redeemer'^ s 
death. Why not, then, leave them to their equi- 
table Judge, who, having given them but one 
talent, will not require from them the improve- 
ment of ten, God will certainly judge them 
equitably^ and will not expeet to reap what be 
has not sown. We grant also, that a heathen 
may be saved without an explicit revelation of 
the gospel, though not without sanctifieatton of 
the Spirit and the sprinkling of the blood of 
Jesus. But this does not prove, that the gos* 
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pel is not an inestimable gift ; or ih^i it is not 
our doty to carry it to them. Farther, I an- 
swer question with question ; and ask, if a man 
in England may be saved, though he eannot 
read his bible, what need is there of his being 
able to read it P If simple reading be suffieient^ 
what need is there of a liberal education ? If a 
man may live on bread and water, what need of 
a profusion of meats and drinks ? If the blin4 
may travel from one part of the kingdom to an- 
other^ by the humble helps of his dog and staffs 
what ean there be desirable in yision, and all 
the aeeommodations of inns, carriages, and 
good roads ? Not to press my objector v^ith a 
hundred more such qiiestions, I affirm, thiit 
Christianity gives a perfectioii to man, which 
sets him almost on a leVel with angels ; and, 
that the spiritual knowledge atid pi^ty of a 
Confucius or a Socrates, is no morfe to be com# 
pared with the attainments of the meanest child 
of God under the dispensation of Christ, thaii 
the knowledge of a Hottentdt is to be weighed 
against the cultivated reason of a Newton. 

The last objection I shall botice, is of a teore 
unequivocal nature than all the rest. Jtftm<m^ 
aides are a disgrace to any ndti&n. Their at^ 
tempts are highly dangerous; for should thig 



gueeeed tuin^rddftccingr Chrt8HmUyifitdMf:Bisst 
and Wed Indks^ it wotdd produce revoM'iW iMf 
(Monies^ and subvert the BriH^ empire in Stn- 
dostan. This objection kas in snbstancsei'llH!!! 
urged in a British 'Paiiiament, in tfa« We^t'fn- 
dia Islands, and in the debates of the Itidik 'Bi- 
rectors. I confess, I know not how to Mtk^ it 
in the way of argument. The men who ntake 
it are as nnfit judges of Christianity, as ifa^ Blind 
are of colors ; and are as much disposed' to re- 
eeive conviction fW>m reasontBg, as ro^s'M 
disposed to weep over hnman miseri^. As -the 
servant i^ the Lord, however, I shall be tftM, I 
nunst be meek, fie it so. The objeetioti*»i e^ 
ther trae or false. K it be trae,«-Htf the'd(i%- 
trine of Christ does really tend to proda^t^- 
Tolt, and to subvert empires, let us qaitn «br' 
arms to French atheism. Let us renonii€in>thli 
religion of bkod, which curses the w«iiA iMt 
everlasting disiHders and eontentions^ arift't<((4- 
jmce that we have lived to a day, wheo'the 
endless whirl of elements and atoms hAh *p^^ 
dttced such noble discoveries. Let us detiy^h^; 
fiend Marat; and let us tell all oar' worthy 
eountrymen, who pick pockets, ent thrbats^Wid 
delight in such ii^nuoos arts, that tki^ mtty 
dismiss all fearp of vengeance tHm tfa^^ei^Kifi- 
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edvmiii»i»f Maauetli. But Ofarittiawfy sev- 

eg:, iJifi^pfodiiee revolt and sttlivenioii of «Bipif««. 
Uhts. no imiemiy to protbiee ilnoe dmadlkl 
eoii)ieqiieiiee9« If indeed it w«re propooed to 
sQqd forth booted aposUos^ to eoBTort the no* 
tiqpis by fire and sword, the objection wooU a8<- 
stfine tlie eolor of truth, and only the color of 
truifi^; for no unprejadioed man, who ever r&ul 
the gospel, would dignify «ieh Mmi^^fiariei 
With the epithet of Christimi. If on the other 
bfMid the otyection be false, it ean merit no no* 
&wer^ but that of indignant silenee. 
. Shofild it be said} these apprehensioAsdo noit 
originate in any tendeney, which the neiigiottof 
Chiist is supposed to have, to proAiee these ef^ 
feots, but in tbf^ aeeideotai abuse to wbieh it is 
liable from the ignorant zeal of Missionames, 
tbe implaeable ;:resentment of slaves, and tho 
b%oled supentitiiHi of the inhabitants of India, 
wbioh wo^ild raider them jealous of innovations 
iu^hfuri^eligion, a satisfactory answer may bo 
gi,Y«o,iui aU these heads. Missionaries ean 
promise themselves no advantage from eseitiag 
rev^U from the government, which protects 
tkeiOt None but good men will engage in Mis« 
iisifkh wi ^ J >nust abhor every doetrine, which 
dis^rMs the peace of society^ But a small share-

Having run over this string c^ objeetionsi^aid) 
as I hope, given them a satisfaetory anaweis 1 
beg leave for a moment to call your attai&ioiir Is 
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aefmsidemtioii not irrelerant to tke snlijeot of 
MissiMis. Is nothing to be done for tlie millions 
who groan ander the iron rod of ftiitii^rist P 
Will it be a soflleient reason £w protestant min- 
isterg to give to Jesns.Christ, for not deelaring 
dM. troth vi the gospel in Italy, Spain, and For* 
ti^l, that there are inqniisitions in those eoira* 
tnes^and that oar lives must he the forfeiture 
«f doing onr duty ? Would not the ministers of 
tke gospel, in the early ages, have blushed at 
Sttsh' a plea ? What is become of the zeal, which 
metuated our forefathers at the Reformation ? 
Italy abounds with materialists and atheists* 
Sren in Spain and Portugal, the gloomiest re- 
gions of hateful superstition, there is reason to 
beifeve, that many thousands would give H 
hearty reception to the protestant doctrine. 
Rome is now defended by British valor. Her 
B^nisters^ who, in their tUm, fall under the' edge 
(kf that sword, which they once wielded until k 
Iras drunk with protestant blood, may have 
(earned moderation from their sufferings. Fos* 
tered/in the benevolent bosoms of English pro-* 
testants; witnessing a serious regard to rel^on 
in this eountry, #hieh thej^ could hardly bcHeve 
txisted among us } and observing the flratemdi 
love whidh unites us, and is the happy eonse* 
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^lOMce ofmataal toleratioii 9 msy^e'itet iu^

««iidor and beaeirolenee^ the grand irulSA ia 
ditjpate hetween the Roman and PralBatmit 
eommuntons? Christendom is now weary i^ibe 
{wpal y«ke. It has heen too long ntiatalcei^ % 
many for the easy yoke of Jesus ; and trhik 
they revolt fh>m Rome, they, at the same time, 
renounee allegiaace to God and Ihs Christ 
Are no meass then to he nsed to remedy these 
dreadful evils, bat that of the exterminating 
sword ? Surely, mueh may he eipeeted from 
rational controversy. Our books may be circu- 
lated through Europe, and they will emvej 
the best antidote to those poisonous publica- 
tions, whereby Freneh atheists are overtumiog 
religion, morals, and government in the world. 
The reasotis, which vindicate the propriety of 
exhorting you to undertake Missions among 
the heathen, wUl evince the necessity of doing 
-the same among the catholics and the followers 
of Mahomet. And may we not believe, that 
God will take it well at our hands, before his 
judgments wholly overwhelm Babylon,^ if we 
give a lood and affectionate call to all who fear 
God kk any degree, auo% her sons, to flee from 
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^^w^Til to tone^ and to rdinqaish ber < 
nion^ iwfore she ninks into avenging fire ?

In a former letter, I endeavored to eieite 
jour zeal by setting before you the example «r 
the Apostles* In the present ktfer, I shall 
attempt to eall forth the sentiments of sha^- 
indignation^ and self eontempt, by remindliig 
yon of the eondnet,of the children of this wlwld;< 
whom onr Lord pronounees wiser in theitr geB*f 
eration than the children of light. 

Their superior wisdom is seen in the agree^' 
ment of their principles and practices % in ^ 
itness of the means thef employ to tlie> €nd# 
they would aeeomplish; in the boldnee»'«Bd 
comprehension of their plans $ and in tli^^pet 
Scy, oiergy, and perseverance, with which fbiif 
efieet their purposes. Nor is this to he wdad*' 
ered at. They are children of tke Uf&M 
Tliey live ii| their own element, and breath^ ii 
congenial air. ^ Familiarly conversant witk^he 
objects around them, they tread a beatea fiath 
and animate each other by their nttnibets and 
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tiieir di6iits. Their principles origiiiaU) ia 
their Bature, are streagthened by early bab- 
itg, iiharpened by edaeation, and receive their 
perfection from that grand science, the knowl* 
ed^ of life, ia which they find tlie miyor part 
of all radcs approving, avowing, vindicating^ 
applauding, and acting upon principles similar 
to ■ tb^ pwn* They discover their leading in- 
Dl^eitaviith instinctive sagacity^ «nd hint down 
tii«jir^pfey with the fierceness of the lion„ er the 
4;cftAjhdotiblings of the fox. 
^ ifffith the ehUdren of U^t, who dwell in the 
miiftiti^t darkness, it is far otherwise* Their 
piwi^iple^ spirit, and majoners, have little affin- 
ity with those of the world; and they are nat« 
uiallf diBspised, hated, and ridiculed by her 
^^ififdn. As i^angers, they traverse an ui^ 
knuwnisountry; as pilgrims, they ei|oy few 
^»OH»QMdations;and as soldiers, they tread iMi 
liM|ile< ^rouod^ and fight their n^ay wilh diffi- 
aidly^ Too often, discouraged by the severity 
of 4b«ir warfare, and the .tedie<»ttess of their 
c^e^jthey wish for the wings of the dove, diat 
Uitjl iught flee. away, and beat rest. With 
implimkble resentments the God of thUi world 
slid Iw armies parsoe them, as the fugitives of 
his kii^fdoai; »jd, whl^t is worst of all, they 
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earry in thilt own breasto tnutoni)' wk#»iiiD}^fl 
perauade tbem to retiini from the fat^M^ rf 
thewUderoesstothLefleshpotoof £gypt. T%t^ 
M man struggles against the new one, i«Tftert 
ate habits reeur,.and the stubborn priaeiple««f 
earthly. policjy at one time, resist the medeni 
which Cometh from above, and at anathier,'«ifii4- 
ify and aceommodate it to the interests c^. ib» 
flesh. Hence religion sits awkwardly upan in* 
Henee our purposes are broken oflf, postponed^ 
nr executed with a timidity and suptnaiies% 
whieh deprive them of half their effect, aAdii^ 
dieate that they possess but half our hearts. . 

But, if the children of this world ofti^ se^ 
dttce us to evil, they also afford us many ^imir 
rable lessons how to do welh In the pr^^ 
ease, we may learn much from them; ajidiboa 
the monarch to the peasant their eondnei .in 
.their respective stations, will shame the.iKNiMHi- 
4ice and inactivity of the ministers of CkfiAt* < 

Let us first cast onr eyes on the mass of fPM^ 
soldiers, sailors, laborers, and low meokiMKi<% 
who are called plebeians, the vulgar, lli§»jra|)r 
ble, the herd. These poor men toil t» MEtHuue 
lassitude, allay the cravings of hunger -^tli 
coarse apd scanty diet, shun neither, havdskif 
nor danger in their oeeupatious, aeeelaraie tte 
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apj^tteft of age and deerepitade, and hUve their 
ft^ittgs tortured with the insolence 6f eommandi 
anrf the varied scenes of domestic distress at- 
tendant on poyertj. Thousands of them are 
eoniiauall J crushed in mines, burnt in furnaces, 
httaderged in waters, poisoned, slaughtered, 
wraeked to death with rheumatism, or pine 
away in consumption. Ten thousand fatal 
•ftsoakies are dailj hurrying them into eter- 
nity. Yet they do not complain, but are eon- 
tettt and eheerfbl. With manly firmness, they 
support the load of life, and calmly tread thtf 
path, which conducts them to their end. For 
six pence a day, the soldier exposes his life ; 
and when the ball penetrates his chest, or his 
vitals palpitate on the point of the bayonet, be* 
guiles his anguish with the thought, that he faDs 
on the bed of honor, and dies in the defence of 
his country. For a trilling stipend the mariner 
enoonnters all tbe dangers of the deep, and 
liraves a war of elements. Amid thick dark* 
nessyloud thunder, lind lightning and deluging 
fHias, he mans the rocking yards, climbs the 
reeling mast, or toils at the laborious pump. 
Falthfol to his shipmates, and obedient to the 
taaoler, he declines no service, but courageously 
keeps death at bay until he sinks beneath a 
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mountain of waters. All tUs do ibem .po«r 
■len risk and suflfer, strange to tell, witlioiittaie 
ehristian principle to support the soul ; wbilo 
we, under all the sanctions ^ religion, boai^ing 
patrician minds, enlarged with science, and sb* 
perior to vulgar flights, dare not imitate their 
hardihood. A morsel of bread whieh is'idl 
they seek, and all they gain, weighs heavier on 
the balance, than the love of Christ, the glory 
of God, the salvation of men, the authority of 
seriptnre, the sense of right, the prineij^ <•! 
honor, and all the praise and glory of an ii»> 
mortal erown 1 Well might our Lord exhort os 
to Uibor for the bread that perisheth not, and to 
agonize to enter in at the strait gate ! 

Consider next the officers of the amy and 
navy. They are bom as well, educated as del* 
ieately^ and have as large share of the good 
things of this world as the ministers of the gos^ 
pel. They are refined in their ideas, often e#» 
feminate in their manners, and in their persoos^ 
not more robust than ourselves. But when fSktk 
country calls for their swords, they come fbrib 
with a commendable gallantry; and, withost 
the hardy habits of the private, go through the 
same fatigues, and eonfront the same pelils.

The modest, qniet 
Mcrarians, are the only people, who seem to 
berliere the apostles and prophets, and who,

In 1647, the Society for promoHng ChristiaM 
Knowledge was ineorporated by the 9ntisli 
Parliament. *Thit Soeietyin 1M9 (employed 
nine Missionaries. Its missionary stations ar^ 
Tranquehar, Tanjore, Triehtnopoly, Cuddalaro 
and Tinnavilly. In 1813 its expenditures were 
So,750L See Christian Obs. ¥•!. xai. p. 4SB. 

In 1701, the Society for frofogatmg the Qo$* 
pel in foreign parts waa instituted by memters 
of ike established ehoreh. Its stations in ISlil 
iirerif Newfimndlaiid^ Nova SeoliA, New Brans* 
wiek, Upper and Lowei* Canada, Cape Breton, 
and Africa.
